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so to speak: It’s now a big business, 
and the venture capitalists and chains 
are trying to take over. But the 
Guardian has survived, intact and 
unchanged: We are the longest-lived 
independent alternative newspaper in 
the country. 

Despite pleas from many quar- 
ters, I didn’t cut my hair when I 
turned 40 (so now I look like a bald- 
ing hippie old fart). But the Guardian 
is taking on a new look, a new design 
that’s both far‘more modern and in 
keeping with the historical mission of 
this newspaper. 

When our design consultant, Kat 
Topaz, first arrived in the building, 
Bruce B. Brugmann started showing 
her back issues (40 years of back 
issues) to give her a sense of where 
we've been. She was immediately 
struck by the logo that sat on top of 
the Guardian's front page back in 
1966. “It’s so striking,” she told us. 

Oddly enough, I don’t think it 
seemed at all dramatic back in ’66, 
when big balloony letters, wavy lines, 
and bright psychedelic colors were 
becoming all the rage, but there it 
was: A piece of our history that had, 
somehow, come full circle into the 
21st century. 

So that’s our new logo, once 
again. Forty is the new 30, or maybe 
1 is the new 40, or something. 

What it really means is that the 
vision Bruce and his wife, Jean 
Dibble, had when they started the 
Guardian is still what we're about 
today: Printing the news and raising 
hell. We've learned a lot over the 
years, and I think we've gotten better 
and better at this gig, and we've 
never lost our sense that part of our 
mission is to realize this is a wild city, 
and we ought to be having fun writ- 
ing about it. 

What you're getting in the 
Guardian this week is more of every- 
thing: more news, more arts picks, 
more features, more work by local 
artists, more of the strange and won- 
derful flavor of San Francisco ... 
more of what has always made us 
different. Let me know what you 
think; you always do. SFBG

Dean Macris has no planning vision except 
to accommodate the private sector 
and seek to “mitigate” the results. 


Please — not Dean Macris

During his 11 years as planning direc- 
tor, Macris helped change San 
Francisco’ skyline from flat-top build- 
ings to high rises with sharper edges. 
He has been criticized, however, for the 
department’ bureaucratic maze filled 
with backlogs and projects that are 
slow to move through the system before 
they are approved. 

“Macris Set to Become 

Planning Chief Again,” 

San Francisco Chronicle,

That’s such an inaccurate descrip- 
tion of the eras of Dean Macris that 
it can only be called bizarre. 

The man who, according to the 
Chron, is in line to take up perma- 
nent residence in the director’s 
office at the San Francisco Planning 
Department oversaw some of the 
greatest (and most destructive) 
changes to San Francisco's skyline, 
economy, and quality of life in mod- 
ern history. His legacy has almost 
nothing to do with the shapes of 
the tops of a few buildings. 

With Macris leading the way, 


the administrations of Mayors 
Alioto and Feinstein worked like 
gangbusters to fill the city with 
commercial office towers, displacing 
small businesses and demolishing 
big chunks of the city’s architectural 
heritage along the way. In the 
1980s, under Macris’s tenure, gen- 
trification drove rents through the 
roof, neighborhoods were ignored to 
please downtown developers, and 
the city’s finances became a long- 
term disaster. 

We were there. We watched it. 
Macris’s city planning department 
operated with the basic premise that 
the future of San Francisco depend- 
ed on building new commercial 
high-rises that would create thou- 
sands of new jobs and bring in new 
tax revenue. But the whole concept 
was utterly flawed: The jobs never 
materialized, the costs of serving the 
downtown district rose faster than 
the tax revenue, and only a citizen 
initiative, Proposition M, in 1986 
— written in frustration over the 
disaster that was city planning poli- 
cy — kept San Francisco from even 
more serious problems. 


And now Mayor Gavin 
Newsom, who appointed Macris as 
an interim director while promising 
a national search for a top-flight 
candidate for the job, wants ol’ 
Dean to stay: What a sad, sad state- 
ment. 

Macris has no planning vision 
except to accommodate the private 
sector and seek to “mitigate” the 
results. At a time when the entire 
future of southeast San Francisco — 
and thus of the city’s blue-collar 
workforce, affordable housing, and 
economic future — is on the line, 
Macris is a terrible choice for the 
job. 

The Planning Commission 
needs to take a step back here, listen 
to some of the people who had to 
deal with Macris when he was run- 
ning things in the 1980s, and tell 
the mayor that he can do much, 
much better. SFBG

EDITORIAL For a moment 
there, listening to Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger's State of the 
State speech, you could imagine it 
was 1958, and Democrat Pat 
Brown was running for governor 
on a program of public works 
projects and heavy investment in 
the state’s infrastructure. 

But there’s a big, big differ- 
ence between then and now, and 
somehow, it’s been missing from 
most of the news media coverage, 
political analysis, and legislative 
debate over the governor's grand 
proposals. In 1958, California 
politicians weren't afraid to raise 
taxes to pay for their ambitious 
projects. : 

In 2006, it’s stunning 
Schwarzenegger could announce 
that he plans to spend almost $70 
billion in state bond money on 
highways, schools, colleges, flood 
protection, and (of course) prisons 
— without raising a dollar of new 
revenue. That’s utterly impossible, 
almost farcical: Bond acts that 
size would cost the state some- 
where in the neighborhood of $5 
billion a year just for interest pay- 
ments. Where, exactly is that 
money going to come from? 

“T don’t know what kind of 
dream world we're living in here,” 
Lenny Goldberg, who runs the 
California Tax Reform 
Association, told us. 

Assemblymember Mark Leno 
of San Francisco added, “There is 
absolutely no way to pay for this.” 

Finding revenue isn’t really all 
that difficult. The CTRA has 
identified $17 billion a year the 
state could collect with a few 
major tax-policy changes like tax- 
ing services as well as goods, rais- 
ing the income tax on the very 
wealthy, and plugging corporate 
tax loopholes. But for funding big 
infrastructure bonds like this, the 
most obvious answer, Goldberg 
says, is changing the way the state

assesses commercial property. 

“The idea of this sort of public 
investment [in projects like high- 
ways] is that it reaps dividends by 
making the nearby land more 
valuable. But right now, the state 
has no way to recoup any of that; 
it all goes to the private property 
owner.” 

So the commercial real estate 
interests that benefit from big 
state spending pay nothing in 
return — and down the road, the 
rest of us get stuck with a huge 
bill and no way to pay it. That’s 
what the Schwarzenegger plan 
amounts to. 

There are other big problems 
with the governor's plan, starting 
with the fact that his notion of 
infrastructure investment is about 
half a century out-of-date. What 
California needs now is mass 
transit, not highways. But 
Schwarzenegger mentioned high- 
ways at least seven times during 
his speech, and that’s where the 
bulk of the transportation money 
would go. The governor even sug- 
gested building more highways 
would reduce congestion and thus 
air pollution — a ridiculous con- 
cept that’s been proven wrong so 
many times that almost nobody 
with any sense believes it any- 
more. And he spoke of providing 
room for 83,000 new prisoners — 
which would virtually guarantee 
that California would continue to 
lead the nation in locking up an 
inordinate percentage of its popu- 
lation. 

But the biggest issue is the 
money — and the time to talk 
about that is now. It’s appalling 
that the Democratic leadership in 
the legislature is ducking the 
issue. Californians have been told 
for far too many years that they 
can have good government, ade- 
quate services, and quality educa- 
tion without having to pay for it 
— and until someone blows the 
whistle on that gigantic lie, the 
state will continue to wallow on 
the edge of fiscal ruin. SFBG

School closings: another approach 


OPINION Great things are happen- 
ing in the San Francisco public 
schools, but the current school-clo- 
sure process is putting them at risk. 

On Jan. 12 the Board of 
Education will be deciding which 
schools from among a list of about 
19 to either close outright or merge. 
The district gives two reasons for 
the closures: the budget crisis and 
declining enrollment. 

Many ingredients have gone into 
cooking this financial mess, particu- 
larly the infamous Proposition 13 
and the governor's takeaway from the 
Proposition 98 set-aside funds. 
Much-needed salary increases for 
support staff this fall, and hopefully 
for teachers this spring, have also 
affected our bottom line. 

And for several years there has 
been a recognized trend of about 
1,000 students per year leaving the 
district, a pattern projected to last 
several more years into the future. 

But the fiscal and enrollment 
downturns are old news that could 
have been factored into plans for the 
district years ago. While this year’s 
process is better than last year’s, it’s 
still fundamentally flawed. First, it 
has lacked structure. Specific target 
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dates should have been established 
up front, starting with the final 
decision date for picking schools to 
close, so that affected families could 
realistically find new schools. 
Second, the community-input 
process has been poorly organized. 
The district's community meetings 
took place during the final week, 
with representatives from as many as 
seven schools forced to make their 
cases in short session. Not all com- 
missioners attended each meeting. 
Third, the list of schools identi- 
fied as meeting the criteria for possi- 
ble closure or merger has dispropor- 
tionately affected some communities, 
most notably elementary school chil- 


dren, African American and Latino | 


students, and geographically, the 
Western Addition and neighbor- 
hoods in the eastern part of the city. 
The list also includes many 
growing, successful schools that are 
keeping families in the district (and 
therefore increasing revenue to the 
district). These schools also happen 
to be doing right by students who 
have no other options and are most 
at risk of academic failure. In a hor- 
rible ironic twist, we are considering 
closing schools in which African 


American and Latino students are 
thriving, just when our general fail- 


-_ure with such students has been 


reconfirmed by the federal consent 
decree monitor. 

We have exemplary schools 
throughout the district, serving kids 
from all communities. We can draw 
on these principals and teachers to 
help spread successful educational 
practices in every neighborhood. 

But until we have a clear plan, 
we should make as few closures and 
mergers possible. Tapping into our 
legally required reserve fund, cur- 
rently about $9 million, is an option 
that might allow this. 

Using the reserve fund is a gam- 
ble, requiring tremendous leadership 
from the school board and particu- 
larly district staff to really focus on 
building a plan in an inclusive, 
proactive, and efficient way. But 
without taking this step we will 
destroy communities, lose students to 
private schools thereby weakening 
the district as a whole, and take more 
away from our most vulnerable kids.

SFHA’s second look 


The Opinion column by Alicia 
Schwartz [12/7/05] contains some 
information that needs a second look. 

The San Francisco Housing 
Authority manages more than 6,000 
units of housing in more than 50 
complexes scattered throughout the 
City and County of San Francisco. 
There are over 2,000 units housing 
seniors and persons with disabilities 
in high-rise buildings, and more than 
4,000 units at our family properties. 
Many of our properties were built in 
the 1940s and 1950s. Our communi- 
ties sit on hundreds of acres of land 
with many miles of city streets and 
sidewalks. We currently receive 
slightly more than $600 a month per 
unit to operate and maintain our 
housing, regardless of the unit size. 
We operate in one of the most 


| expensive housing markets in the 


United States. Our costs are higher 
than most other areas in the country, 
yet our income to operate and main- 
‘tain our housing is based on the same 
formula as lower-cost areas. 

Schwartz refers to a “hearing 
organized by tenants” working with 
her organization. The hearing she 
refers to was a Nov. 9, 2005, meeting 


| of the Board of Supervisors’ Land 
|| Use Committee. She also refers to 


100 “tenants” who she states testified 
at this hearing. A check of the tele- 
vised record of the hearing will show 
that only 25 speakers provided com- 
ments at the hearing. Of those 25, 
about 15 were actual public housing 
residents. 

We have a cadre of skilled crafts- 
people who are responsible for mak- 
ing repairs to our buildings and 
grounds. They respond to requests for 
service from residents or to problems 
identified when we inspect our apart- 
ments. We respond to emergencies’ 


|| within 24 hours after we learn of the 


problem and nonemergency work is 
generally done within 30 days. 

With much of our housing 
designed and constructed for a 
bygone era, the need to rebuild and 
expand low-income housing in San 
Francisco is obvious. The Housing

Postmortem 


Commission investigates California’s 
death penalty just as the pace 


of executions picks up

As the state of California prepares 
to execute Clarence Ray Allen on 
Jan. 17 and Michael Morales rough- 
ly one month later, a little-known, 
state-appointed commission is qui- 
etly beginning to investigate the 
system of capital punishment. 
Over the next two years the 
California Commission on the Fair 
Administration of Justice will 
attempt to find out how many peo- 
ple in the state prison system were 
wrongfully convicted, including the 
ones who were sent to death row. 
Though it’s kept a fairly low 
profile, the California justice com- 


mission is more than just a bunch of 


talking heads. It’s the official body 
created by then-senator John 
Burton (D-San Francisco) and 
tasked with making recommenda- 
tions to the legislature and governor 
on how to reform the criminal jus- 
tice system. In 2003 a similar group 


of experts led then-governor George 


Ryan of Illinois to grant clemency 
to all 167 of Illinois’s death row 
inmates. 

The California justice commis- 
sion represents the best hope for 
death row inmates to avoid execution, 
especially since Gov. Arnold 


IS 


Schwarzenegger has shown little 
inclination to exercise clemency and 
only a handful of state legislators have 
signed on to a proposal introduced in 
the California State Assembly late 
last summer that would halt all execu- 
tions until the commission finishes its 
work in December 2007. 

But the commission — which 
has a $600,000 annual budget and 
no public funding — made about as 
little progress in the past year as the 
proposed moratorium. It’s taken 
about seven months to get nonprofit 
funding and to search for an execu- 
tive director and a permanent com- 
mission chair. 

With 648 people on death row 
in California and many of them 
nearing the end of their appeals, 
death penalty experts say California 
could surpass Texas as the most 
active executioner in the United 
States. And as bodies start rolling 
off the gurneys in San Quentin 
State Prison’s death chamber, some 
can't help but wonder if the com- 
mission’s recommendations will 
arrive a few executions too late. 

Writer Barbara Becnel says it’s 
already too late, “obviously, consid- 
ering that I worked with Stanley 
“Tookie’ Williams for 13 years, and 
he, an innocent man, is dead,” 
Becnel told the Bay Guardian.

Williams maintained his inno- 
cence of the four murders that led 
to his Dec. 13 execution. 

It’s no surprise to hear a death 
penalty opponent question 
Williams’s guilt. But even attorneys 
who've studied death penalty cases 
say that based on the evidence that 
led to Williams's conviction, they 
are not confident he was guilty. 

One of those attorneys is Jon 
Streeter, a partner at the San 
Francisco firm Keker and Van Nest 
and a member of the California jus- 
tice commission. “You can pick out 
almost any case on death row and 
there are going to be serious ques- 
tions about the most basic elements 
in the case,” Streeter told us. That 
includes the caseagainst Williams, 
which was based mostly on testimo- 
ny by criminals looking for leniency 


in their own cases, he said. 

Streeter spent 17 years as a pro 
bono attorney for an Oakland man 
who was convicted in a double homi- 
cide case, sentenced to death, and 
then spared within months of his exe- 
cution, because of jury misconduct. 
The defendant, Alfred Dyer, pled 
guilty to the two murders in 2000 and 
is now serving a life sentence. 

_ “The case forced me to learn all 
the ins and outs of death penalty 
law, which is a bit like learning brain 
surgery,” said Streeter, who usually 
deals in the realm of trade secrets 
and real estate — not people’s lives. 

“When I got the case, what I 
saw was a file that had been virtual- 
ly ignored,” Streeter told us. Dyer’s 
previous attorney hadn't hired a sin- 
gle expert witness to examine Dyer’s

mental state during the 1980 murders, 
and just four witnesses had been inter- 
viewed for the entire appeal, he said. 

By the time the conviction was over- 
turned, Streeter’s team had interviewed 
150 witnesses, including half a dozen 
expert witnesses. Streeter estimates he 
spent 10 to 15 percent of his time each 
week on the Dyer case, while spending 
between $500,000 and $600,000. 

Streeter said he needed that much 
money just to build a complete case for 
Dyer, but most death row inmates get 
much, much less. Attorneys for Michael 
Morales, who’s scheduled for execution 
in February, spent less than $2,000 for 
all investigations in his appeal, accord- 
ing to Natasha Minsker, staff attorney 
for the American Civil Liberties Union 
of Northern California. 

For death penalty opponents, one of 
the most difficult aspects of the debate is 
the perception that California's justice sys- 
tem somehow works better than those of 
other states. But a recent study by the 
Santa Clara Law Review found otherwise. 

“The study shows that we have vir- 
tually all of the same problems Illinois 
had,” Death Penalty Focus executive 
director Lance Lindsay told us.

Perhaps the only major difference is 
that in Illinois a group of journalism 
students at Northwestern University 
helped prove several death row inmates 
had been wrongfully convicted, and 
subsequent reporting by the Chicago 
Tribune caught the attention of the 
governor and the public at large. 

Burton told us it was a mistake to 
leave the commission he created with no 
public funding. But Streeter told us it’s 
important for the commission to proceed 
with its work carefully and deliberately. 

“Is there a sense of urgency? 
Absolutely, because the pace of execu- 
tions in California is going to pick up 
and reach a point in the next several 
years that people in California have 
never seen before,” Streeter said. 

Though he’s not sure whether the 
justice commission will wind up defeat- 
ing — or strengthening — capital pun- 
ishment in California, Streeter said this 
much is clear: “I think there’s an 
assumption in the debate that the judi- 
cial system is capable of handling death 
penalty cases in a fair and accurate 
manner. At the very least, there are 
going to be serious questions about 
whether that assumption is true.” SFBG

Nowhere to run 


San Francisco police role in Mission 
District immigration raids may violate 


local law

San Francisco's City of Refuge 
Ordinance was created to protect 
immigrants from abuse: If someone 
fears deportation, then they’re not 
as likely to report a crime, demand 
decent work conditions, or report 
to a hospital if they've suffered an 
injury or become ill. So the law 
bars local officials from collaborat- 
ing with federal immigration 
authorities in all but a few explicit 
circumstances. 

Yet the Bay Guardian has 
learned that in at least one case, city 
cops helped US Immigration and 
Custom Enforcement agents and 
possibly even fingered immigrants 
for deportation, in apparent viola- 
tion of that law. As a result, a 23- 
year-old man from El Salvador 
faces deportation and fears for his 
life. 

Wilbert ‘Anibal Castillo was 
originally picked up by ICE during 
an April 4 sweep at 20th and 
Lexington Streets as part of an 
operation named Mission Possible. 

The subsequent ICE arrest 
report describes Mission Possible as 
“an ICE-led joint enforcement 
action with the California 
Department of Justice and the San 
Francisco Police Department.” 

Its stated purpose is to target 
alleged gang members. Yet Castillo 
was picked up only for immigration 
violations and insists he does not 
belong to any gang. He spent two 
and a half months in immigration 
detention before his attorney got 
him out on bail pending hearings 
on whether or not he can remain in 
the United States. 


“We’re not only talking 
about a potential viola- 
tion of the sanctuary 
ordinance. We’re talking 
about civil rights viola- 
tions. We’re talking 


about racial profiling.” ” 
Renee Saucedo, 
La Raza Centro Legal 


“Any collaboration between 
local police and immigration makes 
me very suspicious,” La Raza 
Centro Legal’s Renee Saucedo told 
us. Saucedo has been challenging 
ICE and local authorities on behalf 
of immigrants following a rash of 
raids in the first half of 2005. 

In this case, “we're not only 
talking about a potential violation 
of the sanctuary ordinance,” she 
said. If the SFPD suspected a group 
of young men were gang members 
but had no evidence to support 
criminal charges and pointed them 


compounded by threats from a 
wealthy family whose daughter he 
dated, Castillo decided to flee to 
California. 

“In El Salvador, if someone says 
they're going to kill you, they kill 
you,” Castillo told us in Spanish. 

Castillo says he’s been working 
hard and sending his mother and 
siblings about $200 a month since 
arriving in the Bay Area five years 
ago. But he also joined a soccer 
team — and the specter of gang life 
visited him once again: Some of the 
other guys on the team were associ- 
ated, to varying degrees, with San 
Francisco’s Mara Salvatrucha. 

“They're Salvadoran, like me,” 
he said. “We became friends. We 


saw each other every Sunday,” at

out to ICE instead, then “we're 
talking about civil rights violations. 


We're talking about racial profiling.” 


NEIGHBORHOOD GANGS 
Castillo was born to a single moth- 
er in Mizata, a poverty-stricken 
village along El Salvador’s moun- 
tainous Pacific Coast. He moved in 
with his grandparents when he was 
13 or 14 and soon began cutting 
classes and hanging out with the 
wrong crowd. “I rebelled,” he said. 
Castillo told us he was beaten 
up twice as a young teen by mem- 
bers of the notorious Mara 18 
gang, who mistook him as a mem- 
ber of Mara Salvatrucha, their 
main rivals, because of where he 
lived and some of the people he 
knew. Castillo said gang members 
even tried to shoot him once. 
When those death threats were 


soccer games and barbeques. 
Castillo’s only other arrest is a 
year-old, nonviolent misdemeanor 
— involving friends who stole a 
DVD from a car — for which he’s 
completing a pre-plea diversion 
program. His attorney expects the 
charges to be dropped any day now. 
Then came his arrest by ICE 
and the SFPD while he was headed 
to a taqueria with friends. The 
report describes Castillo as an “asso- 
ciate” of Mara Salvatrucha and says 
he was dressed in blue. But Castillo 
denies being a gang member and 
insists he was wearing black pants 
and a white shirt at the time of the 
arrest. He sports no tattoos and has 
never been convicted of any crime. 


NO REFUGE 
In many ways, Castillo is just the 


kind of person the City of Refuge 


Ordinance was formulated to protect — a 
recently arrived Central American fleeing 
systemic violence back home. 

“The late ’80s were a particularly vul- 
nerable time for immigrants from 
Central America” — mostly recent 
refugees from vicious, US-supported civil 
wars in El Salvador and Guatemala, said 
Robert Rubin, the principal drafter of 
the ordinance. Rubin now serves as legal 
director of the Lawyers Committee for 
Civil Rights. “Criminal elements would 
prey on them, knowing that they would 
not report it.” 

The City of Refuge Ordinance, passed 
in 1989, explicitly prohibits local officers 
from assisting in the enforcement of 
immigration laws or even inquiring into 
people's immigration status, except as 
overtly required by state and federal law. 
San Francisco authorities may only alert 
the feds to undocumented immigrants 
who've been booked on felony charges. 

“Backup assistance is justified only in 
rare circumstances where INS [sic] 
agents are in ‘significant’ danger,” SFPD 
guidelines state. 

After we provided the SFPD with a 
copy of the ICE report, Sgt. Neville 
Gittens of the SFPD’s Public Affairs 
Office admitted police took part in the 
operation. “We did assist, but our focus is 
on criminal activity,” Gittens said later. 


Yet Castillo was not charged with any 
crime. Fifteen immigrants were swept up 
by ICE in the Mission District from 
April 4 to 6, according to a subsequent 
ICE press release. 


“I'M AFRAID" 

ICE’s characterization of Castillo as a 
gang member makes him even more vul- 
nerable should he be returned home, said 
attorney Karl Krooth, who's applied for 
asylum for Castillo. 

“We know that the US government 
is identifying individuals as gang mem- 
bers when they're deported,” Krooth told 
us. And back in El Salvador, being 
tagged as a member of Mara Salvatrucha 
puts a person at risk of violence not only 
from Mara 18, but from the Salvadoran 
government, which has instituted dra- 
conian zero-tolerance laws, and from 
paramilitary groups. 

“I’m afraid of what they'll do to me,” 
Castillo told us. 

His next immigration hearing is 
March 15. 

“Tt’ll all be decided in the space of a 
couple of hours,” Krooth said. And 
frankly, he’s worried. “Unfortunately, 
we're dealing with an executive branch 
that’s extremely biased against foreign 
nationals who're alleged to be gang 
members.” SFBG

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Sex vs. death 


Will the religious right stymie 
the first-ever cancer vaccine?

One might think a medical break- 
through that could prevent most 
cases of cervical cancer would be 
met uniformly with joy. 

Think again. 

Two separate but similar vac- 
cines for human pampillomavirus, a 
sexually transmitted infection that is 
the primary cause of cervical cancer, 
have recently been developed. In 
clinical tests they have proven to be 
shockingly effective. Medical 
researchers say the vaccines, if 
administered routinely, could virtu- 
ally eradicate the second most fatal 
type of cancer in women. 

The problem is this: It makes 
sense to administer the vaccine to 
women who haven't yet been 
exposed to HPV — in other words, 
women who haven't had sex. The 
best way to do that is to inoculate 
preteen girls. But some conserva- 
tives see the vaccine as an invitation 
to be promiscuous — and are gear- 
ing up to limit its reach. 


Even though many people have 
never heard of HPV, it’s the most 
common sexually transmitted infec- 
tion around, infecting up to 80 per- 
cent of Americans at some point 
before they turn 50. 

Public health officials have 
found stemming the spread of HPV 
particularly challenging because it 
can be transmitted simply through 
the contact of skin in affected areas, 
with condoms offering only limited 
protection. 

Most women have immune sys- 
tems strong enough to kill HPV. 
But in some, HPV causes genital 
warts. And in others, the virus caus- 
es potentially cancerous cells to 
develop in the cervix. (It’s possible, 
though significantly less common, 
for HPV to cause cancer in men.) 

Cervical cancer — which 
researchers believe is almost always 
tied to HPV — kills more than a 
quarter million women each year. 
Women who live in developed 
countries where regular Pap smears 
are the norm are fairly well-protect- 
ed because the test can detect pre- 
cancerous cells that doctors can then 
remove. Still, in the United States 
about 3,900 mostly lower-income 


women die of the disease each year. 
But in recent years, two pharma- 
ceutical companies, Merck and 
GlaxoSmithKline, have announced 
development of a vaccine — admin- 
istered in three doses over six 
months — that protects against 
HPV, and therefore against cervical 
cancer. In clinical tests both have 
proven extraordinarily effective: They 
blocked contraction of the two most 
dangerous types of HPV in every 
woman who had been inoculated. 
Dr. Joel Palefsky, a UC San 
Francisco professor who is an expert 
on HPY, said he thinks the devel- 
opment of these vaccines is “the 
most important thing since sliced 
bread in the HPV business” and 
something that ranks high on any 
list of recent medical advances. 
But not everyone is greeting the 
vaccine with such enthusiasm. 
Conservative groups, including 
the Family Research Council, 
Concerned Women for America, 
and the National Abstinence 
Clearinghouse, have already sug- 
gested that vaccinating young girls 
would send them a message that 
premarital sex is acceptable. 
Christian-oriented Web sites have 
also been following objections to 
the vaccines more closely than 
mainstream news organizations. 
Palefsky characterized concerns 
that the HPV vaccines will encour- 
age promiscuity as “nonsense.” 
“There's no evidence to suggest 
that the risk of HPV is a factor in 
someone's decision whether or not 
to have sex,” he said. (He also 
pointed out the vaccine is somewhat 
of a boon to HPV education efforts 
since news coverage of its develop- 
ment is probably acquainting many 
people with the virus for the very 
first time.) 


Meanwhile, the Merck vaccine, 
which is called Gardasil, is wending 
its way through the Food and Drug 
Administration's approval process. 
Everyone believes that unless there’s 
a repeat of the political maneuver- 
ing that surrounded the agency's 
rejection of the application to sell 
emergency contraception over the 
counter, Gardasil will be approved 
in the next six months and available 
to US women sometime in 2006. 
But the real political challenges 


to widespread acceptance of the 
HPV vaccines may not end there. 
Groups and politicians who have 
questioned the overall wisdom of 
the vaccine are focusing on 
whether or not it is included 
among the government's official 
vaccine recommendations. 

Control over those recommen- 
dations rests with a panel assembled 
by the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. Vaccines that get 
the panel’s stamp of approval are 
frequently added to state lists of 
inoculations that are required before 
a child begins a certain grade in 
school, as the tetanus and polio 
shots usually are. They also com- 
monly become eligible for insurance 
reimbursement — a huge step 
toward becoming part of main- 
stream care. 

For some time the CDC has 
recommended that children aged 11 
to 15 receive the vaccine for 
Hepatitis B, an infection that is 
usually transmitted through sex. 
And the Hep B vaccine regimen is 
very similar: three shots over six 
months. Ideally the HPV vaccine 
could be given at the same time. 

But if conservatives interfere 
with the CDC process, or prevent 
government funding of the HPV 
shots, access to this breakthrough 
vaccine could be seriously curtailed. 

Things could also get interest- 
ing when Cervarix, the vaccine 
manufactured by GlaxoSmithKline 
that is expected to make its debut in 
Europe, goes through the process 
for US approval. Cervarix actually 
elicited an immune response that 
was twice as strong when given to 
girls aged 10 to 14. In other words, 
earlier vaccination could eliminate 
the need for booster shots. It’s 
unclear how the right will respond 
to that medical evidence. 

Alan Kaye, who became the 
executive director of the National 
Cervical Cancer Coalition after the 
disease killed his wife, told us he 
hopes critics of the vaccine back 
down. “I can tell you, with a ripped 
heart, that anyone who's ever bat- 
tled cancer themselves or with fami- 
ly or friends would be for it,” he 
said. “I mean, how can you not be 
for a cancer vaccine?” SFBG 
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When Ban Tsan was stabbed in a SoMa nightclub, the SF police 
had a chance to stop a bloody conflict in the city’s Asian underworld. 


Instead, they did nothing.

By the time he reached San Francisco 
General Hospital, the man could barely 
speak. He'd been stabbed twice, once in the 
chest, once in the stomach, and now, at 
about 3:25 on the morning of July 25, 
2004, a glistening stretch of his small bowel 


spilled out from a puncture wound near his 


navel. Someone had literally gutted him. 

Figuring the police would want to investigate, a hospi- 
tal staffer picked up a telephone and dialed 911. On the 
phone, the 911 dispatcher pressed for details. “You got a 
name?” asked the dispatcher, according to a transcript of 
the conversation. 


“Um. At this time, in his condition, you can barely get 
anything out of him,” replied the hospital aide, adding 
that he'd been able to latch on to one key clue: The attack 
“took place at 6th and Harrison. I’m assuming at the, uh, 
night club they have there.” 

“OK. Is it pretty serious?” 

“Uh, yeah,” responded the staffer. The victim’s “intes- 
tines” were “hanging out.” He was suffering from “multi- 
ple stab wounds.” 


Allow us to move from the micro to the macro for a 
moment. It’s not hyperbolic to say that the city and coun- 
ty of San Francisco is wrestling with a full-blown homi- 
cide boom. Last year 96 people died violently within this 
seven-by-seven-mile grid, making it the bloodiest year in 
a decade, statistically speaking. The body count is up from 
a contemporary low of 58 in 1998. 

Murder stalks the city in many shapes. There have 
been strangulations. Bludgeonings. Knifings. At least one 
killer torched his victim. And there have been lots and lots 
of shootings. 
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As the daily newspapers have 
reported, homicide detectives are 
cracking only a small sliver of the 
cases coming their way; according 
to police department figures, cops 
made arrests in fewer than 20 per- 
cent of the slayings that occurred in 
2005. As we went to print, at least 
74 of last year’s homicide cases 
remained open and unsolved. It 
seems you truly can get away with 
murder in this town. 

There are plenty of ideas about 
improving the SFPD’s ability to put 
the handcuffs on killers. Some think 
the department should do more 
“community policing” — in other 
words, cops should actively commu- 
nicate with the citizenry instead of 
simply responding to emergency 
calls — especially in hardscrabble 
neighborhoods like Vis Valley and 
Bayview. Some say the department, 
which has a personnel shortage, 
including a dire lack of detectives, 
needs to hire more officers — fast. 
Some feel the SFPD and the 
District Attorney’s Office should 
coax reluctant witnesses into com- 
ing forward by creating a top-notch 
witness protection program and 
offering hefty cash rewards for tips. 

There's merit to each of these 
notions (and some of them have 
their flaws). 

But there’s another concept that 
hasn't yet been articulated: The cops 
could get off their butts and actually 
do their jobs. See, when it comes to 
the man who was disemboweled, 
the police seemed to have every- 
thing they needed to make an 
arrest. Yet when faced with this 
grisly — possibly lethal — crime, 
they inexplicably chose to do 
absolutely nothing. 


The stabbing victim was Ban Tsan, 
a 25-year-old Cantonese-speaking 
man of Vietnamese extraction. To 
survey the internal damage, sur-

geons hurried Tsan into the operat- 
ing theater, sedated and anes- 
thetized him, and took a scalpel to 
his abdomen, slicing a foot-long 
opening in his belly. According to 
hospital records, they quickly deter- 
mined he had a “massive eviscera- 
tion of the small bowel” and a 
“through-and-through evisceration 
of the jejunum,” the jejuniim being 
a roughly eight-foot-long section of 
the small intestine. Then they went 
to work knitting his guts back 
together and closing the hole in his 
chest. 

As the doctors set about saving 
Tsan’s life, the 911 dispatcher was 
busy directing police to the hospital. 
At 3:33 a.m., computerized police 
logs show, the dispatcher sent out a 
digital message about Tsan’s stab- 
bing, including key facts: He was at 
General, he’d been knifed at “6th/ 
Harrison at a club,” and he was suf- 
fering from “very serious wounds.” 

By 3:34, beat cops Steve 
Bacolot and Victor Arrebollo were 
on their way to the emergency 
room. When they got there, they 
found that Tsan was already in sur- 
gery and wouldn't be available to 
talk to them for some time. Nobody 
at the facility could tell them much 
about the incident, so they left the 
building — and, according to police 
logs, promptly closed the case. 

Last April, Bacolot, an 11-year 
veteran, was asked in court to 
explain the extent of the probe into 
Tsan’s stabbing. His statements 
were stupefying. 

“Well,” Bacolot told the court, 
“we went into the emergency room, 
asked for the stabbing victim that 
came in.... My partner spoke to a 
doctor and he said the guy was in 
surgery, so there was nobody to talk 
to.” 

Charles Bourdon, a lawyer for 
Tsan, questioned the cop. “OK. And 
you understood at that time that 
this was a very serious wound and 


that the person was in need of 
immediate surgical assistance?” he 
asked. 

“Tf he was in surgery, I guess, 
yeah,” Bacolot replied. 

Bourdon, a seasoned attorney 
who handles everything from high- 
profile bank robberies to disputes 
over fruit shipments, wanted to 
know if Bacolot had arranged to 
send officers to the site of the attack 
— the dance club Ten 15 Folsom, 
which despite early confusion on 
the part of the hospital staffer, is 
near the junction of Seventh and 
Folsom Streets — to interview wit- 
nesses and collect evidence. 


Getting away 
with murder

‘T don’t recall any arrangements 
[being] made,” Bacolot said. 

“Do you know of anybody who 
did make arrangements to secure 
the crime scene?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Did you do anything to follow 
up a day or two or sometime later 
when Mr. Tsan was still in the hos- 
pital recovering from these stab . 
wounds?” ; 

“No.” 

“Did you make any arrange- 
ments for other officers to follow up 
and come back later to take a state- 
ment from Mr, Ban Tsan>?” 

“No.” 

In fact, Bacolot admitted, he 
and his partner hadn't felt it neces- 
sary to write up a police report, 
even though they were clearly deal- 
ing with an attempted homicide — 
and there was no guarantee Tsan 
would live. The initial inquiry into

his evisceration lasted exactly one 
hour and 16 minutes. 

Thanks to the talents of the 
surgery squad, Tsan did survive, and 
four days after the stabbing, his 
girlfriend, Safia Bubakar, called the 
police from Tsan’s hospital room. 
This time two different cops came 
out and interviewed Tsan, but once 
again, the officers, for some reason, 
didn’t bother creating a written 
report. Not surprisingly, there’s been 
no progress in the case. 

“T’ve never seen anything like 
it,” said Bourdon in an interview, 
noting that Tsan, unlike many crime 
victims, provided the cops with 
details about the assailants and their 
motives, as well as the names of 
witnesses who saw the crime. “The 
police have just done nothing. It’s 
appalling.” 

At the SFPD, spokesperson 
Neville Gittens, a sergeant, indicat- 
ed police brass were investigating 
any possible snafus. “We do take 
these situations seriously, and we're 


looking into it to make sure this 
doesn’t happen again,” Gittens told 
the Bay Guardian. 


If police had bothered to look into 
the case at all, they would’ve found 
a simmering underworld drama fea- 
turing guns, a machete, a reputed 
bookie, a purported hit man, multi- 
ple allegations of extortion, and the 
whiff of organized crime. In short, 
there was an abundance of grime 
and a wealth of suspects — and if 
they'd decided to act, they might've 
been able to stem further carnage. 

It all goes back to October 
2003, when Tsan, a trim, muscular 
guy with a huge dragon inked on 
his shoulder, got into a very heated 
dispute with a man named Jeremy 
Lee. 

Lee, 35, owns a joint called the 
Maze Cafe and Bar, on Geary 
Boulevard in the Richmond 
District. One October night around 
midnight, Lee says, Tsan and two 


associates showed up at the bar, 
pushed him into the men’s bath- 
room, and stuck a semiautomatic 
handgun in his face. Supposedly 
they wanted $20,000. Lee says they 
took his wallet, pocketed the cash 
and cards, and vowed to return the 
following night to collect the rest of 
the money. 

When Tsan and company 
returned, they walked right into a 
trap: SFPD was waiting. For his 
alleged role in the supposed shake- 
down, Tsan got hit with a pile of 
felony charges, including armed 
robbery, extortion, grand theft, and 
burglary. All total, the trio allegedly 
heisted more than $3,500. 

But Bourdon believes Lee may 
be more than a simple bar propri- 
etor — in court he peppered him 
with a series of questions suggesting 
Lee may have a sideline business as 
a bookmaker. 

Bourdon maintains the beef 
between Tsan and Lee got ugly 
when Tsan came looking to collect a 


$10,000 gambling debt Lee refused 
to pay. Tsan has pleaded not guilty 
in the case. 

Under oath, Lee has denied any 
involvement in illicit betting, and in 
an interview he told us, “I have 
nothing to do with gambling.” But 
he’s not exactly an angel: Cops in 
2002 arrested Lee at the Maze, 
charged him with criminal conspir- 
acy and extortion, and set his bail at 
$20,000; they also detained eight of 
his employees. The raid was carried 
out by members of the elite Violent 
Crimes Task Force, acting on evi- 
dence that Lee and a male associate 
were terrorizing another man of 
Chinese descent, police reports 
indicate. The duo allegedly 
demanded $20,000 to clear up a 
personal dispute, telling the victim 
to pay up “or else something may 
happen.” 

According to a police report, 
Lee’s associate informed the victim 
that he’d “hired 3 people who had 
followed [the victim] and his family 


around for the past 3 months. He 
stated that he knew the daily rou- 
tine of [the victim’s son] and that 
something could happen to him.” 
Through a Cantonese-speaking 
translator, the victim told the task 
force that Lee’s associate was a 
“gang member” with the resources 
to carry out his threats. 

A year later Lee pleaded to a 
misdemeanor charge for vandalism 
— for trashing the victim’s house — 
while his associate was convicted of 
extortion. 


Back to the hostility between Tsan 
and Lee. 

About nine months after he was 
busted for extortion, Tsan was at 
Ten 15 Folsom when, he says, he 
was approached by two very dan- 
gerous men affiliated with an Asian 
crime syndicate, who told him to 
“quit fucking with Maze” and pro- 
ceeded to punch knives into his 
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torso. 

If that’s true, it suggests the 
stabbing wasn’t some random 
assault. It looks more like a targeted 
assassination attempt. 

Tsan — who gave Bourdon per- 
mission to relate his account to us 
— said he could ID the hit men, 
and passed their names on to the 
police during their second visit to 
the hospital and, later, to his lawyer. 

We dug up a bunch of intrigu- 
ing information on one of these 
alleged assassins, a man we'll call 
Mr. X. For starters, Mr. X was 
popped by the police in 1998 for 
brandishing a machete and illegally 
possessing a concealed, loaded 
firearm. He allegedly used the 
machete to intimidate three Latino 
men near a gym on Gellert 
Boulevard in Daly City, which led 
to an indictment for exhibiting a 
deadly weapon in a “rude, angry, or 
threatening manner,” as well as two 
gun charges, according to court 
records. 

X pled to one weapons charge, 
paid a small fine, and was cut loose. 
We spoke with a well-placed 
source with an extensive knowledge 

of the Asian criminal rackets who 
said, “I know [X] from the streets. 
He’s really fucking crazy. He shoots 
people all the time.” In an interview, 
the source, who asked to remain 
anonymous for obvious reasons, 
linked X to a series of gruesome 
murders and attempted murders, 
including another, more recent, 
stabbing at Ten 15 Folsom (one guy 
got stuck in the face; another took it 
in the chest) and a triple shooting 
in 2000 in front of the San 
Francisco bar Attitudes, a massacre 
that left two men dead. All of the 
cases remain unsolved. 

Our source says.X is deeply 
involved in the drug trade, moving 
coke, weed, and ecstasy, as well as 
collecting debts and carrying out 
orders for bigger mobsters. “What 
can you do with this guy? You 
either kill him, or wait for him to 
kill you,” he said. 

We followed up on these leads 
with a law enforcement source. This 
person, an expert on Asian gangs, is 
well aware of X and believes he’s 
heavily involved in the drug busi- 
ness. “He's definitely involved in 
organized crime. Without a doubt,” 
says this source. 

Asked in court in October 
whether he was familiar with X, 
Lee offered an ambiguous, equivo- 
cal answer. 


“Yes, I...” he replied. “Not real- 
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ly. Not really.” But he did acknowl- 
edge that X and the other alleged 
hit man named by Tsan patronized 
his bar on occasion. 

When we interviewed Lee, he 
insisted he wasn’t connected in any 
way to the hit on Tsan, whom he 
portrayed as a “gangster.” “I have 
never wanted to hurt anybody like 
that,” Lee told us. Tsan’s story, he 
said, “is just nonsense. It’s all bull- 
shit.” 


Late last year, after a deluge of let- 
ters from Bourdon to police chief 
Heather Fong — one sample com- 
ment: “It seems virtually nothing 
has been done to bring the perpe- 
trators to justice” — the SFPD 
finally did something about the gut- 
ting of Ban Tsan. The department 
sent a detective, James Hill, to ques- 
tion him. However, by this time, a 
year and a half after the stabbing, 
things in Tsan’s life had changed 
quite dramatically. 

See, these days Tsan’s residing at 
the county jail. He himself now 
faces attempted murder charges — 
charges he adamantly refutes. The 
police theory is this: Tsan settled his 
feud with Lee in September 2004 
by unloading a handgun into his 
stomach while Lee, driving home 
from the Maze at about 2 in the 
morning, sat at a stoplight in his 
idling BMW XS. 

Blood draining from his 
innards, Lee sped to the Taraval 
Police Station, where the cops for 
once actually asked the simple ques- 
tion: Whodunnit? 
for the noninvestigation of 
Tsan’s stabbing, Bourdon has some 
theories of his own. Maybe, he 
muses, the perps have “connections” 
within the ranks of law enforce- 
ment. Or perhaps the cops don’t 
particularly care about Tsan ’cause 
they've pegged him for a stone- 
faced thug. “I think they figure Ban 
Tsan is an underworld figure and he 
got what was coming to him,” 
Bourdon speculates. “So they're not 
going to bother to investigate. 
They're not treating Ban Tsan like 
they'd treat any other citizen.” 

Let’s hope we're dealing with an 
isolated incident, since it’s more 
than a little worrisome to think the 
cops are in the habit of jettisoning 
violent felony cases, the kind of 
cases that could well lead to more 
bloodshed. But with the homicide 
rate verging on triple digits — and 
so many of the killers going unpun- 
ished — you have to wonder. SFBG 
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Clothes ties 


A former exotic dancer launches a clothing 
label steeped in her Cambodian roots

On display in one corner of 
Elizabeth Sy’s Oakland apartment 
and work studio is a suitcase that 
symbolizes her life’s journey. A few 
years ago, Sy, a stylish Cambodian 
American with splashes of electric 
color at the tips of her dark hair, 
made a bold career transition from 
sex worker to fashion designer. 

Sy is the youngest of 10 children 
frorm a Cambodian family that immi- 
grated, in 1981, to the United States 
shortly before she was born. 

The hidden strength of Sy’s bur- 
geoning fashion label, Lush Orchid, 
could lie in her strong family bond and 
cultural history. The Oakland-based 
designer shares her line of handbags 
and T-shirts with her mother, Eang, 
and her sister Teang, cofounders of the 
ETE design label (the letters are the 
first initials of each of their names). 
The label also includes Lotus Seed, 
Teang’s maternity line. 

Lush Orchid’s mission is to be a 
socially conscious company that sells 
affordably priced merchandise without 
supporting sweatshop labor. The label’s 
silk-screened T-shirts include empow- 
ering phrases such as “Our voices 
come together and shatter the once 
deafening roar.” Bright and elegant 
clutches showcase a pride in 
Cambodia's shimmering silks. 

Until recently, Sy was working as 
an exotic dancer and apprenticing as a 
dominatrix. She also taught a female 
sexuality class at UC Berkeley and 
continues to work at a nonprofit pro- 
viding outreach to sex workers. When 
Sy’s mother discovered her daughter 
was working in the sex industry, she 
offered to help start Sy’s fashion label, 
allowing Sy to stop dancing and keep 
afloat financially, 

The clothing and accessories line 
began to materialize when Sy, accom- 
panied by her sister and mother, took a 
trip to Cambodia to acquaint them- 
selves with their cultural roots and to 
purchase their inventory. While there, 

. Sy hunted down cotton fabrics for the 
T-shirts and traditional Khmer silks 
for the handbags. Determined to pay 
international fair-trade prices, they had 
thousands of shirts and bags made by 
Cambodian seamstresses working out 
of their own shops. 

Realizing that many find socially 
responsible shopping prohibitively 
expensive, Sy has made it a goal to 
keep her prices low. “I just think it 
would be a shame to buy this stuff for 


$40,” she says, explaining her reluc- 
tance to sell the clothes and bags to 
high-end boutiques. Instead, she avoids 
huge retail markups by selling her 
clothes at a discount to the artists’ col- 
lective Rock Paper Scissors and directly 
to customers. Shirts run from $15 to 
$25, while bags go for $20 to $30. 

Sy also sells her wares at craft 
fairs, such as the Belle Bizarre, put on 
by the Center for Sex and Culture in 
early December. As profiled in the 
New York Times, the event sold goods 
like pasties and garter belts to holiday 
shoppers in order to raise money for 
the nonprofit, which runs sex educa- 
tion programs for adults. 

Sy’s former career remained on 
the legal end of sex work and hasn't 
interfered with starting a business. 
However, according to Robyn Few, 
executive director of the Sex Workers 
Outreach Program (SWOP), many 
former sex workers face obstacles 
when looking for new jobs. Often sex 
workers have five or ten unaccount- 
able years on their résumé they can- 
not explain to potential employers. 
And if they've been arrested, they 
must often disclose their criminal his- 
tory on state applications for profes- 
sional licenses; the city does not ask 
for criminal history on the business 
tax certificate application. 

Happy with her new career, which 
she documents in a blog on Lush 
Orchid’s Web site, Sy is trying to 
employ former Cambodian sex work- 
ers as her seamstresses, though organ- 
izing this has been difficult in the cur- 
rent Cambodian political climate. 

. Ofher mission to help other sex 
workers transition to new careers, she 
says, “I’ve had to go back to the thing I 
was trying to get away from.” Given 
the young designer's habit of main- 
taining close ties to her past, it makes 
sense that she keeps that suitcase from 
her first trip to Cambodia around. 
The slogan printed on its side could 
easily be transferred onto one of her 
T-shirts: “Today I woke up and real- 
ized that I had been sleeping for 
twenty years.” SFBG

Like a girl

never change. For exam- 
ever since I bought 
my first one a few 
years ago and suffered 
the irritating {Tunes crash 
I'd bought online.

that destroyed $100 worth of music 
proprietary operating system. Here's 
I know this because I just read 


- the Pew Internet and American Life 


Project's latest study, which reports 
on how women and men use the 
Internet. It turns out, for example, 
that men are more likely than 
women to go online several times a 
day, to “have heard about the latest 
tech-related issues,” and to use the 
Internet for pleasure reading. 
Women, however, are more likely 
than men to use the Internet for 
e-mail and what the report's author 
Deborah Fallows calls “nurturing 
their relationships.” 

Of the many puzzling findings 
in this study, one of the most inex- 
plicable is that women's activities 
constitute “nurturing a relationship,” 
whereas what men do online doesn't. 
In a section of the study that asserts 
that men engage in “more activities” 
than women online, Fallows uses as 
examples men’s participation in 
Fantasy Baseball,-fan clubs, chat 
rooms, and reputation-based Web 
sites like Slashdot.org. Why don't 
any of these things count as “nurtur- 
ing a relationship”? All of them are 
social activities, even personal ones. 

There are problems like this all 
over Pew’s study, moments when you 
can tell its author wanted to place 
her findings within the context of 
prevailing gender stereotypes. One 
section describes men as being “more 
aggressive” in their use of the 
Internet because they describe them- 
selves as looking for a wider variety 
of information online than women 
do, and because only 19 percent of 
men feel overwhelmed by informa- 
tion glut (as opposed to 24 percent 
of women). I'd hesitate to call seek- 
ing a wide variety of information 
“aggressive,” just as I would hesitate 
to call women's greater enjoyment of 
e-mail “nurturing.” 
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Despite its shortcomings, 
Fallows’s research overwhelmingly 
shows that women and men tend to 
use the Internet just as often, and 
often for the same kinds of things. 
Women are even surpassing men in 
many areas: Women under 29 are 
more likely than men of that age to 
go online. Women of all ages are 
more likely to use online maps and 
file-sharing services than men are; 
they also play games and watch 
videos online more than men do. 

However, when it comes to con- 
fidence in their prowess as users of 
the Internet and as computer 
experts, women do lag far behind. 
It’s telling that one measure Fallows 
uses to determine that men are 
“more aggressive” online is not 
objective but rather subjective. Men 
simply feel more strongly that what 
they do online is effective than 
women do. “Significantly more men 
are confident in themselves as 
searchers and geeks,” Fallows writes. 
They are also “more likely to try new 
gadgets and applications and soft- 
ware.” 

These findings are what I'd call 
the tragedy of gender. Normally I 
would protest vociferously upon 
reading a study that proclaims 
women are somehow less geeky than 
men or that they have less interest in 
technology. But these findings ring 
true in a way that’s sad and chilling. 
What we're seeing here is a.differ- 
ence in the way men and women 
perceive themselves in the realm of 
technology. Women may be doing 
almost the same things that men are 
on the Internet, but they’re more 
timid about proclaiming it. And this 
timidity ultimately leads to discour- 
agement — it prevents women from 
feeling like they're proficient enough 
with technology to try new gadgets; 
it stays their hands when they have 
the urge to open up their computers 
and tear them apart to find out what 
makes them go. 

The good news is that all those 
younger women who are swarming 
online in greater numbers than men 
will teach their daughters and 
younger sisters that women are as 
technically adept as men. They may 
not believe they are geeks, but their 
behavior will say otherwise. Here’s _ 
hoping the next generation learns by 
seeing what we do, instead of by 
what we say about ourselves. SFBG

Green is good 


New College’s Green MBA program offers 
more than just business as usual

If there’s one person who best 
embodied the spirit of corporate 
America in the 1980s — the shame- 
less pursuit of profit and the convic- 
tion that ethics don’t apply in busi- 
ness — it’s Ivan Boesky. A leg- 
endary Wall Street investor, Boesky 
made millions trading stock on 
insider information before the feds 
caught on and sent him, along with 
his trading partners, to prison. Up 
until the time he was convicted 
though, much of the business world 
viewed Boesky as a hero. In 1986 he 
was invited to speak at UC 
Berkeley’s Haas School of Business 
graduation ceremony, where he 
delivered what's become perhaps his 
best-known line: “Greed is good.” 

Fast-forward to 2006, and it’s 
clear a lot has changed in terms of 
how people think about business. 
There are still insider-trading scan- 
dals — Martha Stewart's being my 
personal favorite — but there’s also 
a growing awareness that companies 
need to address social and environ- 
mental concerns. BP (formerly 
British Petroleum) markets itself as 
leading the way “beyond petroleum” 
— that is, toward alternative fuels. 
Other companies appeal to tree 
huggers by offering paperless 
billing. And once again, the 
University of California reflects the 
latest trend. Haas is now widely 
considered one of the top graduate 
programs catering to students — 
and corporate recruiters — who 
value social responsibility. 

With traditional business 
schools now emphasizing concepts 
like environmental stewardship and 
ethical leadership, it’s perhaps not 
too surprising that a few MBA

graduate programs now place sus- 
tainability at the core of academic 
instruction — or that one of the 
oldest is affiliated with New 
College of California, which started _ 
offering graduate degrees in sustain- 
able enterprise six years ago and 
launched its Green MBA program ° 
in 2002. In some ways, it seems this 
is liberal America’s answer to Ivan 
Boesky and his insider-trading 
cohorts. Greed was good only until 
it landed Boesky in prison. Today 
it’s far better to be green. 


These days it’s also pretty easy 
being green, as long as you don't 
mind sometimes spending a few 
extra bucks. Just think about all the 
products and services showcased 
annually at the San Francisco Green 
Festival and made available to con- 
sumers throughout the year: fair- 
trade imports, green construction, 
organic food, organic food for pets, 
and socially responsible investment, 
to name a few. At last year’s festival 
at least 20 companies were selling 
clothing made from hemp — 
including one that makes hemp 
wedding gowns. 

There were also representatives 
from the Green MBA, as well as 
the two other alternative busmess 
schools that offer MBAs in sustain- 
ability: San Francisco's Presidio 
School of Management and the 
Bainbridge Graduate Institute, 
located near Seattle. Each school 
recruits at public events like the 
Green Festival, which brings in 
crowds large enough to fill a foot- 
ball stadium. The thinking is that if 
people are drawn to a convention 
where the food is vegetarian, people 
chat about global warming, and all 
the waste gets recycled, they might 
also be interested in pursuing a 
career in sustainable business. 

As the first school in’ the region 
to offer a specialized degree in sus- 
tainable business, New College has 
set the standard, more or less, for 
how it’s done. Participants in the 
two-year Green MBA program are 
considered full-time students, and 
between class time and homework 
they’re expected to put in 40 hours 
a week or more. But most students 
also work part-time while pursuing 
their degree, so class time is tailored 
to fit around busy schedules. Instead 
of meeting for a few hours a day 
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throughout the week, as at tradi- 
tional business schools, Green 
MBA classes take place as daylong 
sessions on two weekdays and two 
weekends a month. Students are 
then assigned to meet together reg- 
ularly outside the classroom. “We 
are in a sense bucking the trend in 
most MBA programs,” says John 
Stayton, a cofounder of the Green 
MBA and a faculty member. 

You wouldn't know it by glanc- 
ing at the Green MBA course 
schedule though. About half of the 
classes are dedicated to business 
fundamentals like marketing, 
accounting, and finance — the same 
as what youd find at any other 
b-school. But in each of these 
courses teachers emphasize sustain- 
ability. In an accounting course, for 
example, students might audit how 
much waste a corhpany generates in 
addition to standard performance 
measures like sales and productivity. 

“It’s part of our philosophy that 
you can't separate the environmen- 
tal, social, and economic impacts of 
a company,” Stayton says. Applied 
in all aspects of the program, this 


- concept, called the triple bottom 


line, sets the alternative business 
school apart from the likes of 
Berkeley's Haas School and other 
top-rated MBAs. The triple bottom 
line appeals to students with strong 
social values who still believe corpo- 
rations can be used to advance pro- 
gressive causes. Not surprisingly, 
most Green MBA students say they 
had not been planning to apply to 
traditional business schools before 
they discovered the Green MBA. 
The idea is catching on — par- 


ticularly at Bainbridge and the 
Presidio School. Just entering its 
fourth year, Bainbridge has already 
seen enrollment jump from 14 stu- 
dents to 90. The Presidio School, 
which has partnered with 
Bainbridge from its inception three 
years ago, expects to have at least 90 
students this semester as well. The 
New College program has grown 
more slowly, with 40 students 
enrolled this term. Stayton says the 
Green MBA aims for a smaller class 
size to allow students more oppor- 
tunity to participate in discussions, 
presentations, and classroom activi- 
ties. Plus, he says, the program 
requires a higher level of commit- 
ment from its students, so it recruits 
from a smaller pool of applicants. 
That’s not to say the Green 
MBA program hasn't been success- 
ful. In a recent conversation, mar- 
keting instructor jon Ragatz rattled 
off some of the business ventures 
Green MBA grads have joined or 
launched themselves. The list 
included PoliPoint Press, a socially 
progressive publishing company 
based in Sausalito; the Watershed 
Project, an East Bay conservation 
program; a company called 
GreenAid that makes all-natural 
first-aid kits; and Green Office, an 
environmentally, friendly office sup- 
ply store. Not bad, he says, for such 
a young program. Like the compa- 
nies the college is helping to create, 
“we're an upstart busirléss too,” 


- Ragarz says. 


One notable aspect of the Green 
MBA has been the school’s willing- 


ness to stake its own reputation on

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the businesses run by its graduates. 
The school depends on alumni to 
offer paid summer internships to 
some of its students, and when the 
time came to overhaul its Web site 
(www.greenmba.com), the school 
hired recent graduates Sonora Beam 
and Janet Pomeroy for the job. 

In 2003 Beam and Pomeroy 
arrived separately at the Green 
MBA program with professional 
backgrounds in advertising and 
design, both looking for a way to 
better match their careers with their 
personal commitment to social 
responsibility. At her last job, Beam 
says, “I had the idea that what we 
were doing was not great. It really 
conflicted with my environmental 
and social values.” 

By the end of their first year, 
the two had launched Digital Hive, 
an ecological creative services 
agency. They built the company 
with no capital funding beyond 
their own credit cards and not a sin- 
gle confirmed client, and today 
they're pitching Fortune 50 compa- 
nies and have a client list that 
includes WholeSoy and Co., Sutter 
Health, and, of course, New College 
of California. Beam, the company’s 
creative director, says that this year 
Digital Hive will start looking for 
permanent office space in San 
Francisco or Marin County, and she 
plans to hire the first full-time 
employees in the next few months. 
In time, Beam and Pomeroy, the 
director of business development, 
envision Digital Hive as a certified 
green business that generates $5 
million in annual revenue. 

Beam says she was thinking 
about a total career change when 
she enrolled in the Green MBA — 
she considered selling biodiesel in 
Latin America — but a New 
College advisor encouraged her to 
use her skills in a way that felt more 
personally satisfying. “What is the 
gift [you] can leverage that has 
value in the marketplace [and] that 
people will pay for?” the advisor 
asked. That’s a lesson Beam said she 
wouldn't expect to receive at a tradi- 
tional business school. 

Green MBA faculty members 
say Beam and Pomeroy demonstrate 
the school’s potential to cultivate 
successful, socially responsible busi- 
nesses. “They identified a niche for 
themselves. They tested it, found a 
real opportunity, and they pursued it 
aggressively,” says Rick Zalon, a for- 
mer Green MBA accounting 
instructor who now counts Digital 
Hive as one of his clients. (Faculty 
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member Ragatz also works with 
Digital Hive as a senior marketing 
strategist.) 

The challenge facing the school, 
says Zalon, who left New College in 
2003 after four semesters, is doing a 
better job recruiting, as well as help- 
ing students develop a more sophis- 
ticated understanding of 
business. “The first prerequisite of 
sustainability is viability,” he says, 
adding that during his tenure, 
that was a concept some students 
rejected and others struggled to 
understand. 


Several of the people interviewed 
for this story referred to a recent 
Wall Street Journal article 
(“Recruiters Seek M.B.A.s Trained 
in Responsibility,” 12/13/05) as evi- 
dence that sustainable business 
principles are going mainstream. 
According to that article, most of 
the top-rated business schools now 
require students to take courses in 
corporate social responsibility. 
Which raises the question, what 
does this mean for specialized pro- 
grams like the Green MBA and 
those at Bainbridge and the 
Presidio School? 

“It means that the market for 
our graduates is getting much, 
much better,” says Bainbridge 
cofounder and president Gifford 
Pinchot. In a relatively short time 
period, Bainbridge has already sent 
graduates to work at Hewlett 
Packard, Conoco-Phillips, and REI. 
Meanwhile, Bainbridge has discov- 
ered an opportunity to partner with 
more established MBA programs 
like those at Leeds School of 
Business in Colorado. 

“Our job is to forge the way and 
drag them forward by getting them 
to see what we're doing is not going 
to get them killed,” Pinchot says of 
mainstream b-schools in general. 
With the growing relevance of “cor- 
porate citizenship,” he adds, the 
sky’s the limit for savvy alternative 
schools like Bainbridge, which years 
from now might have 10,000 stu- 
dents if it begins offering distance 
learning degrees. 

When asked if she felt disad- 
vantaged by not having an MBA 
from a top-rated school, Digital : 
Hive’s Beam said she couldn't think 
of a way in which her MBA in sus- 
tainable enterprise has less value 
than a traditional business degree 
— even though the cost of tuition 


_ was less than at most top-rated 


schools. “In terms of working with 
companies that are waking up to the 
idea of sustainability,” she said, “we 
have an advantage.” SFBG

A merger with an Oakland nonprofit turns 


San Francisco’s Bay Area Video Coalition 
into a hub for digital storytelling by youth

“Why can’t we have an auto shop in 
schools? You have billions of dollars 
of the budget in the state being 
spent on prisons, and you mean to 
tell me you can’t give my kids a 
wood shop or an auto shop? Hey, 
that could take some kids off the 
street right there.” 

The speaker is a frustrated high 
school teacher named Eric Walker, 
seen in Burning the Future, a five- 
minute video piece in which codi- 
rectors Anthony Alessandroni, Adel 
Sheik, and Andre Wilson turn their 
camera on a money-sucking black 
hole that’s generating huge rev- 
enues for corporate contractors and 
robbing a decrepit San Francisco 
school of precious funding. The 
black hole is the California prison 
system, and five minutes of video is 
enough to show us dirty high 
school hallways, overcrowded class- 
rooms, ancient heating systems, and 
kids who know they’re getting 
shafted. This is no in-depth exposé 
— but the piece has a gut-level 
potency stemming in part from the 
fact that the filmmakers are high 
school students themselves and the 
rundown institution is where they 
spend their days. 

Made during the course of an 
intensive 12-month program called 
YouthLink that provides video and 
Web training to underserved 
teenagers, Burning the Future was 
produced under the auspices of the 
Bay Area Video Coalition, a vener- 
able San Francisco media arts non- 
profit approaching its 30th

anniversary. On Jan. 1, in a match 
made in digital-storytelling heaven, 
BAVC merged with the Oakland- 
based Youth Sounds, an organiza- 
tion whose components include a 
youth video production company, 
on-site high school video and 
music production programs, and a 
youth-run record label. When the 
dust from the merger has settled, 
BAVC’s Mission District facilities 
will be home to the largest youth 
media-training program in 
Northern California. 

“The main reason for BAVC 
coming into being was really to 
provide access,” says Wendy Levy, 
director of media arts and educa- 
tion. “Back in the day — in the ’70s 
— independent filmmakers just 
didn’t have access to the equipment 
and the facilities at all. So it really 
was people with analog portapacks 
on their backs going to videotape 
antiwar protests and political rallies. 
And at that point there were no 
computers at home with Final Cut. 
BAVC was the center for people to 
be able to bring their media.” 

Using a grant from the 
Rockefeller Foundation, BAVC got 
off the ground in 1976, with a mis- 
sion of supporting independent 
videomakers and nonprofits by pro- 
viding accessible new media tech- 
nology, such as affordably rentable 
editing suites. The nonprofit soon 
became involved in creating media 
as well — early film projects BAVC 
executive-produced include writer- 
director Robert N. Zagone’s The 
Stand-In, a feature film starring a 
pre—Lethal Weapon Danny Glover, 
and The Life and Times of Rose 
Maddox, a documentary on the 
country and western singer. 

* BAVC’s technological history 
began like the Johnny Cash song 
about a man working in an auto 
factory who builds his own ride 
after years of smuggling out car 
parts. One piece at a time — 
though without actually resorting to 
larceny — BAVC acquired its video 
and digital components. The VHS 
portapacks were eventually upgrad- 
ed to a Beta SP camera; later acqui- 
sitions included digital cameras, 
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BAVC’s Patricia Cogley (center) and Jessica Dorfman (far right) meet with members 


of the youth-led YouthLink Advisory Board: from left, José-Luis Mejia, 
Adel Sheik, Kate Osipova, and Anita Law. | cuarbiAN PHOTO BY MIRISSA NEFF 


Avid editing suites, captioning 
equipment, and Mac and PC labs. 
Thanks to leadership that has kept 
the organization flexible enough to 
respond to rapidly emerging tech- 
nology, BAVC is now a candyland 
of cutting-edge digital media tools 
— which get used in an array of 
programs, both educational and 
professional, that BAVC has devel- 
oped over the years. 

From three-chip cameras to 
hot-off-the-press versions of Final 
Cut Pro and Dreamweaver, BAVC 
offers technical training to novices, 
professionals looking to beef up 
their résumés, and even industry 
folks whose companies (Apple, 
Adobe) are the very benefactors 
supplying BAVC with many of its 
techie treats. The latter symbiotic 
partnerships are made possible via a 
contract with California’s 
Employment Training Panel, 
whereby the state provides funding 
for BAVC to train people working 
in similar fields, like print journal- 
ism, Web design, and audio engi- 
neering. Classes include game 
design, motions graphics and 
effects, and video postproduction, 
and the organization also produces 
educational CD-ROMs. 

In addition to training and 
postproduction equipment, BAVC 
now offers independent filmmakers 
services including tech evaluation 
(to ensure a production meets the 
strict standards required for it to 


. air on public television), DVD 


authoring, executive production, 
and fiscal sponsorship for noncom- 
mercial projects. Movie projects 


such as Nancy Kates and Bennett 
Singer’s Sundance- and PBS- 
screened Brother Outsider: The Life 
of Bayard Rustin and Sam Green's 
Oscar-nominated Weather 
Underground have benefited from 
BAVC'’s resources, and the organi- 
zation has developed into a hub for 
independent filmmakers. BAVC 
also coproduces KQED’s Spark, a 
television program about the Bay 
Area arts scene — one example of 
BAVC'’s proclivity for collaborating 
with other community-oriented 
organizations. 

That’s a wide range of projects, 
but the overall goal, Levy says, is to 
level the digital playing field. 
“What we're really concerned about 
is that young creatives, and technol- 
ogists, and kids from underprivi- 
leged backgrounds, and teachers 
who are teaching those kids have 
the tools that they need to be able 
to inspire creativity and art for 
social change — and can give peo- 
ple skills for real jobs in a creative 
industry.” BAVC has a number of 
low- and no-cost media training 
programs for low-income people of 
all ages. But the organization has 
also figured out a compelling strate- 
gy: Get ’em while they're young. 

A new chapter of the organiza- 
tion’s mission unfolded with the 
1999 launch of YouthLink, which 
began as a 12-week training pro- 
gram whose goal was to help kids 
express their stories and opinions 
— often marginalized — through 
digital technology and to provide 
them with media skills that could 
eventually come in handy profes- 


sionally. “We live in a media-rich 
society, and so it’s a literacy issue,” 
says Patricia Cogley, who oversees 
the program. “We're consuming all 
this media all the time, so it’s 
important for young people to have 
access to that production and access 
to the power of media as equal con- 
tributors in society.” BAVC does 
extensive outreach, and most classes 
include a mix of kids from extreme- 
ly diverse racial and economic back- 
grounds. A 2004 grant from the 
National Science Foundation 
recently allowed BAVC to expand 
YouthLink to a 12-month program 
with two distinct areas of instruc- 
tion, video production and digital 
arts (Web design), and a trajectory 
that corresponds to the school year. 
Throughout the fall, 
YouthLinkers get instruction in 
the basics and work on a personal 
video piece or Web site; in spring 
they begin collaborating with a 
community organization or inter- 
nally in small groups on a more 
complex work, often with a global 
or community focus. During phase 
three, students embark on summer 
internships at real-world compa- 
nies, secured for them by BAVC. 


On a Tuesday evening toward the 
beginning of December, 
YouthLink’s basic video production 
class met for one of its final ses- 
sions before a screening of the stu- 
dents’ work that would be attended 
by friends and family. For the most 
part, the 10 kids remained focused 
on the computer screens in front of 
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‘them, but a rambunctious stream of 
energy ran beneath the surface, pro- 
voking occasional bursts of gossip 
and teasing. Instructor Kirthi Nath 
walked around the room doing one- 
on-one check-ins and fielding 
questions from kids stuck on tech- 
nical problems. 

Kelly Ware, 16, was the first to 
declare she'd finished her film, 
which featured text she’d written 


about the war alongside protest 
photos, intercut with text and 
images depicting her two years in 
military school. Nath asked her to 
compose answers to likely questions 
she might receive during a post- 
screening audience Q&A. 

Next Nath checked in with 16- 
year-old Matthew Salanoa, whose 
film contrasted images of city trash 
with the sounds of nature, a simple 
yet lyrical rumination on the natu- 
ral world’s disappearance amid the 
filth of San Francisco. The audio 
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cut sharply back and forth along- 
side the disparate images, distract- 
ing from the intentionally jarring 
visual impact, and Nath talked with 
Salanoa about ways in which audio 
and video can function separately in 
a narrative. 

The most complex editing on 
display was in a piece about street 
violence by a student named 
Michael Kinard, 17, who.sat in the 
front of the classroom, slouched low 
and intently editing behind.a pair of 
black sunglasses. Rather than feel- 
ing weighed down by the gravity of 
the subject matter, his film bursts to 
life, with hip-hop beats and images 
of teens dancing cut to an intricate, 
flowing rhythm. Onscreen, Final 
Cut Pro shows the layers of sound 
and image clips used to create a 
movie, and in comparison to the 
Lego look of most of the other 
projects, Kinard’s layerings resem- 


When Nath, Law’s instructor, 
asked if she'd be willing to TA the 
next round of video classes, Law 
was shocked and somewhat hesi- 
tant. “I was really the quiet one in 
our class,” she says. But eventually 
she decided, “OK, I need to have 
enough confidence. This is what I 
need to do in order to go up to the 
next level.” For her part, Nath says 
she picked Law — who has since 
learned to deliver class lectures her- 
self — not only for her enthusiasm 
and technical proficiency, but 
because she could see that Law 
loves a challenge. The two compiled 
a list of teaching skills Law wanted 
to develop, and they check in regu- 
larly to see how it’s going. 

“T get to see what they do now, 
behind the stage,” Law says of tran- 
sitioning from student to TA. And, 
she adds, “I’ve learned that teach- 
ing’s not as easy as it looks, because

bled the end stages of a Tetris game. 
The piece was a commentary on the 
violence in his community that had 
taken two of his friends’ lives, and 
telling that story, he said, helped 
him deal with the loss. 

Also cruising the room, keeping 
a close eye on the kids, was Nath’s 
17-year-old assistant, Anita Law, 
whod been a YouthLinker herself a 
year earlier. Initially impatient with 
the icebreaker games her class had 
played, and anxious to move on to 
the techie meat of the class, Law 
came to appreciate the chances she 
got to observe her fellow students 
individually over the course of the 
term. She'd begun to think about 


* how kids stereotype each other, and 


became curious about the words we 
use to describe ourselves. The end 
result was a film called Finding Your 
Adjective. 


you have to think about ‘Oh my 
god, the students. Are they on 


- track? Do they even know what I’m 


talking about?’” 


In 2001 a Stanford grad student 
named Ken Ikeda was working 
with students at West Oakland’s 
McClymonds High School through 
a Stanford School of Education 
program called Youth Engaged in 
Leadership and Learning. YELL’s 
focus is working with youth on 
issues related to critical thinking 
and decision making. But rather 
than following a more traditional 
youth leadership program with 
these particular high schoolers, 
Ikeda decided to make a video with 
them. 

McClymonds was full of under- 
performing students, but the kids 
were sick of being categorized as 


such, and the project’s end result, 
Life behind the Walls, featured six 
female students’ firsthand views of a 
school culture often denigrated by 
outsiders. Making the film, Ikeda 
says, “motivated [the students] to 
devote countless hours to editing, 
creating production timelines, craft- 
ing interview questions, and collab- 
orating as a team. Without having 
planned it, we were seeing the most 
desired elements of youth develop- 
ment being practiced and 

learned. ... We also learned imme- 
diately that youth in this challenged 
environment were amazing story- 
tellers and desperate for a voice.” 

And thus began Youth Sounds. 

Ikeda — who took an indefinite 
leave from his doctorate program to 
launch the project — and his small 
staff felt they were on to some- 
thing, a new learning model that 
could benefit other schools that had 
begun approaching Ikeda. The pro- 
gram expanded, and by the time of 
the merger with BAVC, Youth 
Sounds had grown to four full-time 
staffers and five part-timers and 
was serving 150 to 200 East Bay 
high school kids daily. Music was a 
large component, and in addition to 
the Factory — the organization's 
video production company — 
Youth Sounds launched a youth- 
run label, called BUMP Records. 

Like BAVC, Youth Sounds 
grew up with the real world firmly 
in mind. “We operate and develop 
our programs on a pathway model,” 
Ikeda says. “Within programs this 
means that youth can ‘get in where 
they fit in’ by contributing ideas, 
performing in front of the lens, or 
as a crew member behind the 
scenes.... As a set of related pro- 
grams, we move youth from intro- 
ductory programs into advanced, to 
internships and professional pro- 
ductions for paying clients, to high- 
er-education courses and industry 
certificates, into employment.” 

BAVC and Youth Sounds have 
worked together before, but the 
official merger came about, Ikeda 
says, because “we increasingly found 
ourselves in the same space and in 
agreement around how we saw the 
field of youth media developing.” 
He considers BAVC to be the 
country’s leading media and tech- . 
nology nonprofit and, having col- 
laborated with YouthLink staffers, 
was impressed by the clarity of their 
mission. 

“Judy Holme Agnew [BAVC’s 
executive director] is unusual in that 
she was willing to share how her 
organization operated and welcome 
a competing organization into her 
house,” he says, adding that even as 
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Youth Sounds grew, “I always talked 
about us as an emerging organiza- 
tion. We were always two to three 
years from sustainability, two to 
three years from developing the 
infrastructure we needed to flourish. 
The merger with BAVC was an 
opportunity to jump ahead two to 
three years and do so with like- 
minded folks within a larger, estab- 
lished organization with a focus 
that perfectly complemented Youth 
Sounds. BAVC is both a center for 
teaching and continued education 
and the host space to a community 
of producers, and that’s what Youth 
Sounds aspired to be for youth.” 

If all goes well, the merger will 
be beneficial on both sides: While 
Ikeda needs a more supportive 
infrastructure for his growing pro- 
gram and staff, BAVC’s directors 
feel that YouthLink is ready to 
expand. One plan in the works is, 
satellite YouthLink programs in 
schools, an area where the expertise 
of the Youth Sounds staff will be 
invaluable. 

The shape the merger ultimate- 
ly takes has not been finalized, but 
Ikeda, now BAVC’s director of 
youth programs, enumerates the 
possibilities: “Offering BAVC’s

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industry relationships and certified 
training programs to East Bay 
youth, bringing Youth Sounds’ 
expertise and studio capabilities in 
audio and music production to San 
Francisco youth ... increasing social 
entrepreneurship opportunities for 
youth in both programs ... 
Expanding the capacity for engag- 
ing Bay Area youth in continued 
learning opportunities via advanced 
levels of training in video, audio, 
and music production, as well as 
mentorship and teaching assistant 
positions. Working in partnership 
with the California College of the 
Arts, San Francisco State 
University, and UC Berkeley to 
expose youth to higher education 
and demystify the college applica- 
tion process ...” Given each organi- 
zation’s track record, the list is like- 
ly to continue to lengthen. 


“T think I'll go into business, and 
with my business, I can make my 
own Web design and design my 
own Web page, so I don’t have to 
pay anyone else,” Law says, riffing 
on the possibilities for using her 
newfound skills out in careerland. 
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“If I start a business, I could make 
my own commercials, and when I 
hire people, I could start teaching 
them. I would know how to teach. 


So it actually all connects together.” 


Her attitude is emblematic of the 
sense of scope BAVC wants to 
instill in its young charges, when 
they think about the future. 

In its current incarnation, aside 
from giving kids a taste of the digital 


realm they live in, YouthLink is 
designed to provide them with soft 
skills for jobs, a proposition that gets 
tested during the third phase of the 
program — which each term comes 
as a shock to at least a few amnesiac 
participants, who perhaps can’t quite 
conceive of being dropped so quickly 
into a professional situation. “They'll 
be like, “What? Internship? Me? 
Nooo,” digital arts instructor Jen 
Gilomen says, laughing. Often, 
though, this is the experience that 
proves most valuable. It looks nice on

the résumé (YouthLinkers have been 
placed at companies like WB20, 
Design Media, Zeum, and Global 
Exchange), and many participants 
stay in contact with folks they meet 
on the job. As another incentive, 
BAVC pays internship participants 
$10 an hour — an arrangement that 
makes it easier for companies to 
open their doors. 

After that, participants can 
retain ties to BAVC through the 
YouthLink Advisory Board, a 
youth-led steering committee and 
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another place where former 
YouthLinkers such as Law have the 
chance to become leaders. 
Throughout their one-year posi- 
tions on the board, YLAB members 
evaluate YouthLink, interview its 
instructors and give feedback, and 
go to training conferences. At the 
end they'll interview new program 
graduates who wish to become 
board members. 

Gilomen is realistic about the 
fact that YouthLink can’t prepare 
most kids to step right in to the 
competitive digital workforce. More 
likely immediate scenarios for 
YouthLink graduates are school 
assignments filming proms and 
plays. Some might use their new 
skills to help organizations they're 
involved with update Web sites. 
Law and some other former 
YouthLinkers, for example, have 
been working feverishly to update 
BAVC’s own www.youthzine.org. 

The program’s real value, 
Gilomen feels, is in the skills its 
participants pick up and can take to 
college or any job. “It’s hard to find 
a job these days that doesn’t require 
you to be comfortable with technol- 
ogy or comfortable picking up a 
new application or figuring out on 
your own how to solve problems 
with computers,” she points out. 

And showing low-income kids 
all the options out there is especial- 
ly important in the face of rampant 
military recruitment, video instruc- 
tor Nath says, adding that a tension 
often shows up in participants’ 
work in this regard. “I’ve noticed in 
my classes that the kids are at once 
making pieces about the war and 
about our political system, but that 
doesn’t always mean they're not 
exploring the military as an option.” 

And other opportunities do 
arise. Both YouthLink and Youth 
Sounds have partnered with UPN 
Bay Area Youth Productions for the 
TV series Elements, which focuses 
on kids and music, and Speak on It, 
in which teens conduct on-the- 
street interviews with other youth. 
Another program administered at 
BAVC, Youth Productions, organiz- 
es all-youth crews other companies 
can hire to make videos. 

And then there’s the chance 
that your work might score you a 
full ride to college, like the one 18- 
year-old star student Jose Luis 
Mejia — another YLAB board 
member — received from the San 
Francisco Art Institute. BAVC 
staffers work with kids interested 
in applying to schools, helping 
them fill out applications for schol- 
arships as well as writing tons of 
recommendations. 


Meanwhile, BAVC continues to 
develop curricula that will best serve 
the digital learning needs of Bay 
Area communities, managing to 
duck a lot of the red tape that keeps 
many larger, less flexible institutions 
from moving forward. Taking its 
clues from the digital marketplace, 
BAVC is, for example, adding web- 
casting to its growing list of technol- 
ogy projects. The nonprofit has plans 
to partner with institutions like San 
Francisco State and Stanford, and by 
2007 students taking classes at 
BAVC will be able to accrue college 
credits — the hope being to help 
bridge the chasm between no college 
plans and a higher-learning degree 
on the horizon. 

As for the partnership between 
BAVC and Youth Sounds, it remains 
to be seen what they'll accomplish 
together by pooling their consider- 
able resources. Cogley envisions a 
youth media campus where kids will 
have opportunities to engage with 
the art, politics, and/or technical 
nitty-gritty of media, depending on 
their interests. Whatever the case, a 
lot more media-producing kids and 
instructors will be working together, 
and BAVC will be the region’s 
largest hub for youth voices in the 
digital realm. 

And kids won't be the only ben- 
eficiaries — education is a two-way 
street. Says Gilomen, “The kids are 
so dynamic and so cool. I learn stuff 
from them all the time. Not just 
about youth culture, but about how 
to do certain types of rollovers, or 
I'll be walking by and someone will 
have figured out how to do.sqme 
special scroll bar in the middle of 
the page. They laugh at me when 
I'm like, ‘How'd you do that?” 

The Bay Area is inarguably a 
digital world. And these programs 
are leveling the playing field so 
youth can learn to fit into that 
landscape. “Maybe 7 out of 10 stu- 
dents do not have broadband access 
at home,” Nath says.“So in terms 
of the population, they might be in 
the lower percentage — but 10 out 
of 10 kids know how to make a 
Web site, so all of a sudden they're 
on the top of the population.”

Hiring local 
City Build aims to train SF residents for jobs 
at publicly funded construction projects

Back in 2004, when contractors 
working for the city of San 
Francisco started building Muni’s 
Third Street light-rail line 
through Bayview—Hunters Point, 
the city’s transportation authority 


asked the Board of Supervisors for- 


money to fund a program to train 
local residents for jobs on the con- 
struction site. 

That struck Greg Asay, an aide 
to Sup. Sophie Maxwell, as a bit 
odd. “We asked, why would Muni 
be responsible for job training? 
That’s not their job.” 

The problem, as it turned out, 
was that job training for the massive 
public-works operation — and for 
other city-funded projects — wasn't 


- really anyone's job. Each depart- 


ment was directing its own training 
programs; public money was going 
all over the city, with no coherent 
planning. 

“There were just arrows all over 
the page,” Asay says. 

So Maxwell, who represents 
Bayview, Hunters Point, and 
Potrero Hill, began working on 
what would become City Build, a 
comprehensive job-training pro- 
gram aimed at giving local residents 
the skills they need to work on city- 
funded projects. 

A collaboration between 
Maxwell and the Mayor’s Office of 
Economic and Workforce 
Development, City Build is 
designed to make sure the hundreds 
of millions in taxpayer dollars that 
are going to rebuild the city’s infra- 
structure also help unemployed San 
Franciscans get a paycheck. 

City Build director Chris 
Iglesias describes the program’s 
greatest asset as its ability to insist 
on specific employment practices on 
publicly funded projects. “We have 
the leverage of public money to cre- 
ate job opportunities,” he says. 
“This is the public sector — we 
have influence here.” 

City Build operates on several 
levels. First, it tries to identify 
“job-ready” but unemployed city 
residents and direct them to open- 
ings on city construction projects 
like Muni’s expansion and the 
Laguna Honda Hospital. Second, 
the program promotes and moni- 
tors hiring goals for contractors 


employed by the city. 

In the past, a lot of contractors 
hired largely out-of-town_labor for 
local.projects. Now City Build 
pushes departments to demand that 
at least half of any contractor's new 
workers come from San Francisco. 
City Build monitors their compli- 
ance through a Web-based payroll- 
reporting system, as well as staffers 
(a project and labor-tracking analyst 
and a client-tracking clerk). 

Third, and potentially most 
important, is the creation of the 
City Build Academy, an on-site job

stipend, so only those who can 
afford not to work during the day 
for as long as four months can par- 
ticipate. And since the classes are 
only offered in English, non- 
English-speaking residents won't 
make it through the first sessions. 

However, Iglesias notes that the 
academy's City College location will 
be a boon. “We'll be able to identify 
what people need,” he says, “and if 
it’s ESL classes, they can take them 
right there.” 

With the disappearance of shop 
classes from schools, City Build has 
been working with the Unified 
School District to forge a new 
method for graduating seniors to 
find trade jobs. The mission is not 
just to provide young people with 
paid hours, but rather to train city

training facility where, starting this 
month, free classes will be offered 
to prepare workers for local con- 
struction projects. Modeled after a 
successful program in Oakland 
called the Cypress-Mandela 
Training Center, the academy is 
located at City College’s Evans 
Campus in the Bayview. Classes run 
between 14 and 16 weeks, and the 
Regional Council of Carpenters is 
providing unionized instructors. 
The academy is still in the pilot 
phase; the first session starts later 


this month, with room for 75 peo- 


ple. If all goes well, supporters hope 
to see three more pilot sessions — 
and ultimately, an ongoing program 
that’s a permanent addition to the 
city’s repertoire of employment 
services. 

Although’ classes are free, there 
are some strict entrance require- 
ments. Applicants need a high 


school diploma or GED, must pass 


a drug test, and must have a driver's 
license by the time they finish the 
program. Unfortunately there’s no 


residents for careers and put them 
in a position to get decent-paying, 
permanent union jobs. 

It hasn't been easy, but the pro- 
gram is making progress. “There are 
so many different stakeholders 
here,” Asay points out. “And change 
is hard, especially when there's 
money on the table. We're asking 
[contractors] to do something dif- 
ferent, and already it’s working pret- 
ty well.” 

Mayor Gavin Newsom has 
already received requests to start _ 
similar programs in other fields, like 
biotechnology, and contractors from 
the private sector are now 
approaching City Build about col- 
laborating. SFBG

Not too many people can say 
they played an instrument on

— and very few can lay claim to 
performing on one of the very 
first hit records of rock 'n’ roll. 


But that is exactly what mem- 
bers of Bill Haley’s Original 
Comets can proudly declare, 
more than 50 years after laying 
down “Rock around the Clock” 
with their late bandleader. 
Initially released in 1954 to a 
fairly successful reception, the 
single exploded after it was 
included in the film Blackboard 
Jungle a year later and heralded 
the coming age of rock ’n’ roll. 
The track, with its counted-off 
intro, staccato saxophone, and 
frantic guitar solo, is now part 
of the genre’s pantheon of 
greats and was later comple- 
mented by other hits from the 
group such as “Shake, Rattle 
and Roll,” and “See You Later, 
Alligator.”

Too bad The Real Thing is lacking 
the elements that made him so much fun to watch on Ido/ — 
no funk, no Black Crowes—ish blues, no Southern-fried any- 
thing, and just a smidge of gospel in “Valley of Angels” (one of 
two songs cowritten by Bice). A live album, or at least a track 
or two recorded with a real band, would have left more of an 
impression than the sum total of The Real Thing’s mushy 
parts. Still, it’s a decent enough effort from Ido/s second- 
favorite runner-up.

TV In our lifetime, those who kill, 
the news world hands them star- 
dom — and what would a comfy 
night at hearth and home be with- 
out hour after hour spent watching 
Forensic Files? Crawling under the 
comforter just isn't quite as cozy 
without copious luminol blood- 
spatter details, or Special Agent 
Dayle Hinman’s “insights” regard- 
| ing homicidal maniacs. Really, who 
| else besides the Weepy Voiced 
Killer would you like to invite into 
| your bedroom or family room? 
Yes, the serial slayers so 
beloved by TV’s many true-crime 
showcases usually sport megascary 
| stares, the kind of crazed gazes that 
| make any claim to innocence seem 
| or scream “guilty.” And yet, a case 
| —one that’s more hot than cold 
| —can be made that the spookiest 
| elements of these shows are their 
voice-overs. Let’s look at some of 
| the standout narrators and hosts of 
true-crime TV. Better yet, let’s pit 
them against each other in a battle 
to the death. 


John Seigenthaler: Presiding over 
MSNBC Investigates: Dark Heart, 
Iron Hand, this sad-browed second- 
generation journalist is usually over- 
shadowed by his subject matter: Face 
it, he just isn’t as camera- or mic- 
mad as, say, Pamela Smart. 


Paul Winfield: Winfield can't 
really lose a battle to the death, 
since he passed away in 2004. No 
matter — he’s peerless and immor- 
tal anyway. The sarcasm oozing 
from his City Confidential descrip- 
tions of rural and suburban towns 
is pure misanthropic manna from 
heaven. How often does your TV 
talk to you in a tone of sheer cyni- 
cal contempt for the (rich, white) 
American dream? A second Bush 
term certainly confirms the implic- 
it message of Winfield’s ironic

voice-over work: This country is 
overrun by morons and deserves 
every comeuppance it gets. Since 
White Dog star Winfield’s passing, 
City Confidential has replaced him 
with Keith David (the carpenter 
from Mister Rogers’ Neighborhood), 
whose comparatively understated 


approach incorporates a keen sense || 


of timing but just doesn’t possess 
the same oomph. Paul Winfield, 


we miss you. 


Bill Kurtis: There's something so 
soothing about Kurtis: Genial and 
gently inquisitive, this rancher and 
conservationist sure knows how to 
make a shotgun murder or three go 
down easy. Don't be fooled -by the 
grandfatherly demeanor, though — 
this guy is the DNA-profile king, 
lording over the Cold Case Files 
substrand of his A&E network 
showcase Investigative Reports, as 
well as the same channel's American 
Justice, in which he’s usually pic- 
tured, right eyebrow arched, as a 
silver fox in the halls of the law. 
The bottom line: Kurtis sure seems 
nice, but he’s never looked at a stor- 
age locker without hoping to dis- 
cover a corpse inside. 


Peter Thomas: Nobody, and I 
mean nobody, has a creepier delivery 
than war veteran Thomas, who 
honestly sounds like he savors each 
and every sadistic detail about 
bloodstains and stab patterns on 
Forensic Files. In commercials he 
may be the voice behind Visine, but 
on this show he wants to rub the 
red in your face, not get the red out. 
One gets the impression he’s spent 
at least a few of his eight decades 
on this planet chain-smoking — 
hearing him is like being tapped on 
the shoulder by the grim reaper. 


The best sinister voice: 
Thomas is a frightening competi- 
tor, but chalk up a win from 
beyond the grave for the sinister 
yet huggably loveable Winfield.

SONIC REDUCER Flavor Flav

his English degree. I guess he 
wants some skin to fall back on. 
Surreal. Like the uncharacteristi- 
cally clear view of NYE SF fire- 
works from the Bernal Heights 
party I attended, after taking an 
all-day detour away from Napa 
flooding. Surreal. Like the 
rumored Fleetwood Mac cover 
band party starring a Stevie Nicks— 
impersonating Joanna Newsom 
that none of us non—Nevada City 
fans braved the floods for. Surreal. 
Like the excruciatingly cute, tame 
squirrel that held my finger in his 
or her paws at Golden Gate Park’s 
Botanical Gardens this week. 


Subsurreal. Like the cancellation of 
Live 105’s 10-year-old weekly elec- 
tronic music program, Subsonic, 
because — as host Shawn 
Reynaldo, a.k.a. Disco Shawn, told 
us in an e-mail — “it no longer fits 
in with the rest of the station.” 

Surreally sad. Cowsill singer 
Barry Cowsill, of the family band 
that supposedly brought down the 
sound and fury of the Partridge 
Family, was found on Dec. 27 in 
New Orleans’ Charles Street 
Wharf after being missing since 
Hurricane Katrina came to town 
(yet reportedly was heard from and 
sighted in CNN footage). 

OK, you get the idea. It bodes 
strange, if not outright psychedel- 
ic, times for the oncoming year.

Times that I’m 
sure will suit Alexis Georgopoulos 
of Tussle and the Alps, who per- 
form at the Hemlock Tavern Jan. 
12. I spoke to the 31-year-old SF 
resident as he strolled toward 
Angelika Film Center to see Mrs. 
Henderson Presents (later fleeing to 
The Squid and the Whale) in NYC, 
where he was decompressing after 
a NYE Tussle show. “We're look- 
ing for mindless entertainment,” 
he said amiably.

beats, moaning winds and distor- 
tion, and stirring, lederhosen-clad 
affirmation. 

Coming up for the Alps’ 
Georgopoulos, Scott Hewicker (a 
member of Troll and a painter rep- 
resented by Jack Hanley Gallery), 
and Jefre Cantu-Ledesma (a mem- 
ber of Tarentel and solo artist 
Colophon): a full-length for 
Japanese imprint Spekk, with art- 
work by Keegan Mchargue; a 12- 
inch on Chris Johanson’s new label 
Awesome Vistas; and a song on 
Devendra Banhart’s tribute comp 
in honor of the works of Clive 
Palmer. Yeah, you heard right, 
Hellraisers — not Clive Barker.

The Alps began after 
Georgopoulos and Hewicker met at 
Adobe Books. They began swapping 
records with Cantu-Ledesma — “a 
lot of 70s commune Krautrock and 
weird Italian soundtracks and drone 
records” — and one day they decid- 
ed to take their relationship to the 
next level and play music together. 
“Basically everything we do is spon- 
taneous — that’s really nice when 
everyone is busy with other things,” 
said Georgopoulos, who also writes 
and makes art. He got the Alps 
name from the titles of the CD-Rs 
he'd give to friends. 

And by the way, the forthcoming 
Tussle album sounds fabulous — 
danceable yet dreamy and explorato- 
ry, with the odd experimental foray. 

“I think we just wanted to make 
a record that wasn't a repeat of what 
we'd done with Andy [Cabic, who 
recently left the band to devote more 
time to working with Banhart and 
Vetiver] and take things in a slightly 
new direction,” he explained. “And I 
think we're all quite happy with it. 
We were always unhappy with the 
overt, the journalist thing, that we 
were just punk-funk or disco-punk or 
just the dub tag. So with this record 
we tried to lose overt dub a bit. We 
wanted to try out new things, but not 
necessarily psychedelic in a retro 
intentional style.” 

We shouldn't be expecting you 
to be wearing mod boots and play- 
ing Vox guitars anytime soon? “We 
don't even have a guitar in the 
band!” he exclaimed. “It’s more of a 
psych-rhythm approach, or some- 
thing, so it’s been conscious and 
unconscious as well.” 

And the unselfconsciousness 
extends to the Alps’ next show, for 
which, Georgopoulos said, “In classic 
form we might not even meet before 
the show. So, no, I don’t have idea 
what will happen.” Good advice any- 
time — chin up in 06. SFBG

I have made one official attempt to 

_interview Skaters, in the same way 
one attempts to enact a New Year's 
resolution. After about 15 exhaust- 
ing sit-ups, it seems like a good idea 
to just lie down for a while and then 

- have a tub of ice cream to reward 
yourself for the initial effort. Just 
nights before the appginted date, I 
ran into Skaters’ housemate Karl 
Bauer, who performs and records 
under the name Axolotl. “Good 
luck,” he offered obliquely at my 
announcement that I'd arranged an 
interview. He said something along 
the lines of them being very partic- 
ular about press, even antagonistic. 
This seemed out of character with 
their friendliness in casual, nonin- 
terview encounters. 

My first interaction with 
Skaters’ James Ferraro was a group 
jam we were part of in Woodland 
over the summer. He was exceed- 
ingly chill to hang out with, but I 
honestly couldn't tell what he or I 
were playing in the mess that we 
had brought to the inaugural 
Operation: Restore Maximum 
Freedom Festival. His instruments 
were a microphone, boom box, and 
some delay pedals. 

Prior to this meeting I'd seen 
Skaters a few times. In some small 
circles of Internet chatter, the duo, 
recently transplanted to San 
Francisco from San Diego, were 
being hailed as godhead. I usually 
approach such matters with a 
healthy, if not overly harsh, skepti- 
cism, wanting for once for the hype- 
sters to be right but accustomed to 
disappointment. Still, it was intrigu- 
ing to hear about this group that 
appeared out of nowhere: Culturally 
speaking, San Diego is best-known 
for its border patrol enthusiasts, fair 
weather, disgraced politicians, and 


Ron Burgundy. Long gone were the ” 


days of Gravity Records and Crash 
Worship. Skaters’ energy seems 
counter to all of this, and definitely 
more at home in the fried dusk of 
psychedelic SF. ; ; 
Given this abundance of expec- 
tation, Skaters’ handful of live shows 
were given this extra weight, a bur- 


den of importance on next-genera- 
tion noise-making that could easily 
have come crumbling down on its 
bearers. Instead, Skaters performanc- 
es were unassuming affairs: Ferraro’s 
and Spencer Clark’s plumbers’ cracks 
facing the audience, drenching their 
spooky voices in a Line 6 feedback 
marinade, little clusters of tam- 
bourine or keyboard breaking 
through the surface skin of a gelati- 
nous sound wall. It’s as if Ferraro and 
Clark share a private language, col- 
laborating based on a vocabulary and 
syntax that is being built with each 
practice, recording, and show. I pick 
up the LP Dark Rye Bread 
(Humbug), wondering if there was 
some intended metaphor behind 
baking and, you know, daking. 
Nothing more substantial to be 
learned from that disc either, just. 
more swirls of infinite, genderless 
voices doing the hall-of-mirrors dis- 
tortion behind a vanishing point 
somewhere in the center of your ears. 


ROCK BLOCK 

That may be the point, after all: the 
subjective experience. When I show 
up at the Skaters pad one Sunday 
afternoon, Clark tells me the music 
should speak for itself. I hope so, 
because they aren't doing much talk- 
ing. At the appointed meeting hour, 
Clark is in his underwear, hungover,

and watching football. I had origi- 
nally proposed we play music togeth- 
er, a gimmick for the article and also 
a way around this nonverbal block- 
ade. Ferraro was off somewhere, 
picking up a VCR as it turns out. 
Clark lets me know how he feels 
about the press, how Skaters are not 
really a live band, how he hates the 
term “moan wave,” and how they 
really planned to blindfold me, play 
records for me, and have me write 
about that. He seems insistent on

defining what the group is not, a 
definition via negation. Ferraro 
finally shows up, as does Glenn 
Donaldson, a neighboring musician 
and friend. Everyone is too hun- 
gover to jam or to talk. 

Clark also tells me he hates it 
when band interviews turn subjec- 
tive, with referential self-indulgences 
that make the writer the center of 
the story. Unfortunately, he can't 
have it both ways. I get the sense 
that I am being viewed as the enemy 
in my role of trying to pry this mys- 
tery open. Vague allusions to a fol- 
low-up interview are made, but it 
never materializes. The reasons are 
unclear and fall into a pile of unfin- 
ished business that gets bigger by 
the day. Sometimes I look back at 
the lost opportunity like a jilted 
lover trying to autopsy a doomed 
relationship. Why didn’t you return my 
calls, | wonder? Are you seeing a new 
interviewer now? The likely answer 
is no, so I know it’s not just me. 


DO THE RIGHT THING 

More unsettling is my feeling that 
Skaters are doing the right thing by 
dodging the interview. Not because 
either of us are unprofessional or 
incompetent, but that there really is 
no mystique or mythos to Skaters. 
They are dudes from San Diego 


who make music. There may be no 
point to reading these activities as 
anything more than their superficial 
soundscapes made for meditation or 
personal purposes, meant to be 
shared in limited editions of 100. 
What motivates young men these 
days to drape afghans over their 
backs and howl in public séances? 
Clark would rather not talk on 
record-about such things, letting his 
dwindling stack of CD-Rs answer 
for him. They do tell us something, 
as on Rippling Whispers (23 produc- 
tions), with a barely audible speech 
directive subsumed in the claustro- 
phobic haunted house creep of 
looping, loping wails. Disembodied, 
genderless, bent voices make up the 
bulk of Skaters’ sound. A ratio of 
effects to pure input cannot be dis- 
cerned, and that organic confusion 
is part and parcel of their style. 
Despite all their contrarian 
protest, or maybe because of it, 
Skaters have become even more of a 
“next big thing.” Their “headlining” 
gig at a noise show in the Tenderloin 
a few months back was based on the 
notion that they had the biggest draw. 
This was assumed to be the case 
because Jim Haynes wrote a piece on 
the duo for experimental music maga- 
zine the Wire (August 2005), an 
endorsement rarely conferred upon

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anyone running in these circles. The 
narrowcasting of subcultural market- 
ing has meant even a new group like 
Skaters accrues some credibility when 
anointed by such a highbrow publica- 
tion as the Wire, but, as it turned out, 
only two audience members remained 
for the entirety of their set. 

This discourse might affect the 
outcome or livelihood of a fledgling 
musical project, but it bears little on 
the actual music of Skaters. They are 
not careerists — this much is clear. 
They would be doing what they do 
whether I was there or not, 
whether anyone was paying any 
attention. They seem to be taking 
the attention they receive as a lark, 
but it’s unnecessary. The potency of 
the music, the part that is supposed 
to speak for itself; doesn't refuse or 
protest the way its creators do. It is 
endlessly open and charged like a 
storm cloud, alive with chaos, preg- 
nant with the possible. SFBG

FULL CIRCLE Since its early-to- 
mid-’80s inception, the 
beast known as death 
metal — and its myr- 
iad subgenres — has 
wantonly sought to 
out-extreme whatever 
came before it while remaining heav- 
ily indebted to the conventions of its 
heavy metal roots. Obsessed with 
achieving new vistas of violence, 
blasphemy, speed, power, and shock 
value within the restrictions of its 
tradition, death metal is the aural 
equivalent of the most vile modern 
gore films taken to a level that makes 
the good ole “heavy metal” many 
know and love seem as quaint as a 
Boris Karloff movie. 

The modus operandi of this 
extremist form remains overwhelm- 
ingly formulaic: Distorted white noise 
guitars riff away in agitation, bolstered 
by manic speed-freak drumming, 
while vocalists emit cartoonishly gut- 
tural low-end lung burps alternated 
with the occasional nail-on-chalk- 
board scream. Death metal’s ludi- 
crously exaggerated vocal eruptions 
seem to be the first thing that turns 
off most nonmetal fans and keeps 
them from investigating further. Well, 
that’s just too bad because generations 
of extreme metal artists have succeed- 
ed in refining extended-technique 
vocalization to such surreal heights 
that at its best the stuff unwittingly 
exceeds the timbral sophistication of 
both the baddest-ass modern classical 
works and the most frayed multi- 
phonic saxophone outbursts from the 
free jazz corpus. It’s a form of pure 
sound art that is bestially expressive 
and astonishing in technique. 
Examples of this effect are contained 
in two new albums issued by the 
deeply underground Goregiastic 
Records: Artery Eruption’s Gouging 
Out Eyes of Mutilated Infants and 
Pustulated’s Haematoma. 

Multiple assaults of deranged 
mouth-noise mark Gouging. Ranging 
from uvula-flapping subharmonic flat- 
ulence to whistling harmonic glissan- 
dos that evoke visions of Tuvan throat 
singers gone wild, the dense vocal 
pileup floats ominously above a layer 
of sludgy, slate-gray, detuned guitar 
wrangling. The thick morass is punc- 
tuated by frantic, needle-point stacca- 
to drum rattling that constantly seems 
to verge on falling away from any rec- 
ognizable pulse. This sort of train- 
wreck chaos is appealing: It instills an 
organic, human-struggle factor into 


music that borders on sounding totally 


alien. After all, it’s much more inter- 


esting to hear a human attempt to do 
something superhuman than to hear a 
machine do something perfectly. The 
net effect of the group’s endlessly 
nonrepeating riffs and disjointed 
rhythmic structures is one of delirious 
disorientation. The upside is that it 
also warrants repeated listening. 
There’s no other way to crack Artery 
Eruption’s musical code. 

Pustulated’s new album is a step 
backward for the bassless trio. Their 
previous full-length transmission, 
Inherited Cryptorchidism (2003), was a 
stunning display of sustained speed, 
brutality, and precision, but 
Haematoma has some problems. 
Unlike Artery Eruption percussionist 
Darren Williams, Pustulated’s Chad 
Wall (formerly of Brodequin) is not 
only meticulously precise but also 
downright shit-hot. His ability to 
consistently concoct ingenious and 
fleet variations on stock death metal 
drum tattoos lends a progressive edge 
that allows Pustulated to stand apart 
from the legion of gore-grinding 
groups. But the boxy practice-room 
ambience of the new record obscures 
Wall’s impact, making the drums 
sound slightly trapped in mud. Most 
of Haematoma washes down like 
filler, the low points being a throw- 
away cover song and a mercifully 
brief jam featuring wacky electronic 
drums. These latter tracks show 
Pustulated in a self-consciously 
eclectic light that doesn’t flatter 
them. The band fares best on the five 
final songs — reprising most of their 
split release with blasting brethren 
Copremeisis — which are on par 
with their best work, replete with 
intense vocal acrobatics and incredi- 
ble man-machine beats. 

The artwork and song titles of 
both bands spring, at least indirectly, 
from the late-’80s ethos of influential 
English grindcore unit Carcass and 
their predilection for florid medical 
terminology and gratuitous blood, 
guts, and sinew imagery. This sort of 
morbid, puerile obsession with death, 
decay, and disease has been done 
time and again, but the music is 
something new. Goregiastic seems 
devoted to releasing what they deem 
to be the most horrifyingly intense. 
examples of musical misanthropy 
ever rendered to plastic, pushing 
things just that much farther off the 
edge. Likewise, the bands are com- 
mitted to creating a series of relent- 
less visceral shocks for the listener, 
and they do this by affronting us 
with blisteringly violent music. Sheer 
extremity is the goal of Artery 
Eruption and Pustulated, and to vari- 
ous degrees, they succeed. SFBG

B-LEGIT 
Block Movement 
(SMC/Sick Wid It) 


Apart from cousin E-40, B-Legit is 
the most accomplished rapper from 
Vallejo’s Sick Wid It camp, his 
danked-out baritone providing the 
ideal complement to 40's high- 
pitched, hyperspeed delivery. With 
two mid-’90s discs for Jive, and two 
on Koch earlier this century, Block 
Movement is B-La’s fifth solo 
album, and it shows just how far 
the Bay Area’s original Savage has 
evolved since his most popular 
release, The Hemp Museum (Jive, 
1996). Where that album relied 
heavily on 40’s early blueprint — a 
solid mob foundation by the likes of 
Studio Ton and Mike Mosley — 
Block Movement shows B-La culti- 
vating a distinct artistic sensibility. 
Other than 40’s guest spot on 
“Guess Who's Back,” produced by 
longtime associate Rick Rock, the 
album’s best tracks — “Sick Wid It” 
(Damon Toda), “Trap Game” 
(Bedrock and Clyde Carson), “Get 
High” (One Drop Scott) — have little 
resemblance to 40’s recent hyphy 
phase, taking advantage instead of 
the sheer depth of B’s voice to 
explore more atmospheric vocal 
effects. This tendency is heightened 
by appearances from vocalists 
Harm and Naté on a trio of tracks 
produced by LJ, recalling his work 
on BavGate's The /nstaGator (Black 
Mafia/Thizz, 2004). 

The only missteps on Block 
Movement result from the few obvi- 
Ous attempts to ensure regional 
crossover success: “Block 4 Life,” 
with Jadakiss and Styles P; “Where 
Dem Hoes At,” with Paul Wall; and 
the crunk snoozefest “Handle Up.” 
That’s part of the game these days, 
but the album gains immeasurably 
by excluding these. Otherwise, Block 
Movement shows B-Legit has fully 
come into his own. (Garrett Caples) 


AOKI TAKAMASA AND TUJIKO NORIKO

(FatCat) 


There is a fine line between being 
taken to another state and simply 
being shown what another state of 
being might sound like. No one 
wants to almost float. The promise 
of being elevated to a different 
plane is so enticing and exciting 
that when it doesn’t really pan out, 
we're left with immediate feelings 
of dismissal and disappointment. 

Tujiko Noriko has been mixing 
experimental electronica and avant- 
pop with very nice results for the 
last several years. She has had to 
overcome constant comparisons to 
Bjork in the now flooded world of 
dreamy electronica. Yet something 
about her voice and subtle touch 
conveys organic warmth atop the 
glitches and static. 28 is her two- 
years-in-the-making collaborative 
record with fellow Japanese-born 
electronic artist Aoki Takamasa. 

An interesting age, 28. Old 
enough to know that you are sup- 
posed to know better, but young 
enough not to be 30. Aoki and Tujiko 
finished the album when they both 
found themselves living in Paris, and 
the final product lucidly weaves in 
and out of itself. Tujiko’s inviting 
vocals spin around layers of elec- 
tronic noise and cozy laptop produc- 
tion. The album at times has the 
ability to lift you into a space that 
shimmers with warmth and tender- 
ness. It’s not a masterpiece, so as | 
listen to it, | find myself sometimes 
resistant, which is silly — 28 is a 
really good record. But since we are 
so lacking in warmth and tenderness 
in our world, when it’s offered, we 
almost want to hold out for the 
great magic carpet we think might 
really take us into the rainbows and 
clouds. We should just be thankful 
we got a hug from someone we can 
trust. (Irwin Swirnoff) 


NELLY 
Sweatsuit 
(Universal) 


Nelly got greedy during the 2004 
Christmas season, simultaneously 
releasing two CDs, both short on time, 
when one would have been better. If 
the weak tracks from Sweat and Suit 
had been dropped, there would have 
been just enough strong songs left 
over to make up one dynamite disc, 
which is pretty much what Santa Nelly 
and his helpers at Universal delivered 
for the 2005 holidays. Sweatsu/t con- 
sists of 13 of the 24 numbers from the 
previous two CDs, along with 3 new 
recordings and 1 from last year’s The 
Longest Yard soundtrack. 

The St. Louis rapper's marketing 
skills in some ways outmatch his gifts 
as a lyricist. Why, for instance, does he 
tack the letter o to the ends of body 
and hottie when the two words rhyme 
more cleverly in their unaltered forms? 
And is it really necessary — as in a 
remake of Teddy Pendergrass’s “Come 
Go with Me,” now titled “My Place” — 
to introduce profanity into’an other- 
wise tender old-school love song? 

Of the new stuff, the Jermaine 
Dupri-produced “Grillz” stands out. 
The track, which borrows from 
“Soldier” by Destiny’s Child, pops at a 
medium grind as Nelly, Paul Wall, and 
Ali and Gipp of St. Lunatics gleefully 
celebrate an infinite variety of front- 
teeth bling. Girls, not grills, are the 
subjects of many other tunes, from 
the women with extensions and 
dreadlocks who populate the pulsating 
“Flap Your Wings” to the country girls, 
city girls, black-haired senoritas, 
African, “light skin, Asian bitches, and 
pink toes” extolled in the very catchy 
“Pretty Toes.” And then there’s a 
freshly minted four-on-the-floor 
response to the Notorious B.1.G.'s 
“Nasty Boy” titled “Nasty Girl.” Nelly is 
an equal-opportunity ladies’ man, 
which may well be his ultimate gift in 
selling himself.

(Caldo Verde) 

It’s around the second refrain of 
"Tiny Cities Made of Ashes,” the 
title track of Sun Kil Moon’s Tiny 
Cities, that it becomes apparent 
this song’s been done before. 
But the melody’s been slowed 
down. There is an eruption of 
acoustic guitar. And the voice 
belongs to a reflective, more 
sensitive-sounding fellow. Tiny 
Cities is Mark Kozelek’s tribute 
album to:Modest Mouse — 
those over-the-top rockers who 
redefined emo with their loud 
drums and even louder trum- 
pets. But comparing the two is 
like comparing apples and 
oranges. Kozelek — the man 
behind Sun Kil Moon and front- 
person of Red House Painters — 
keeps only Modest Mouse’s 
lyrics in this beautifully sparse 
sophomore effort. Each song on 
the album is striped-down to its 
simplest form, with guitar and 
the occasional percussion for 
backup. Kozelek’s bittersweet, 
brooding voice takes center 
stage — his hallmark style 
inspiring comparisons to Nick 
Drake’s. The Modest Mouse 
songs Kozelek chose deal mostly 
with travel and the desire to 
come home. In “Space Travel Is 
Boring,” the mantra goes like 
this: “| read a paperback, and | 
want to come home soon.

SUPER EGO Three cardi- 
nal rules of a clubs 
columnist: 
1. Always keep your 
stash in your sock so 
the trannies can’t get 
at it. 

2. Never pass up a wet jockstrap 
contest. 

3: If you partied yourself into a blur 
over the weekend and don’t remember 
where you went or what you wanted 
to write about, drag your hungover ass 
out of the Safeway Dumpster to 
review some weekday clubs. 

So, um .. . how did Tuesday 
nights get so cute? A recent stumble 
through the city confirmed my fuzzy 
inkling that Tuesdays are like a pulsat- 
ing map of SF’s best old skool, a dou- 
ble scoop of soul food for those of us 
left over from the Internet-boom club 
heyday. This is not nearly so awful as 
it sounds. Forall our bitterness over 
the boom, it propelled some of the 
1990s’ best music-makers into the 
spotlight, and they continue to shine 
on into the wee hours of the week- 
days. Many of SF's favorite parties 
and/or most skilled DJs from that 
consumption-queasy era have migrat- 
ed to midweek, mostly because the 
lack of pressure to pack the weekend 
clubs allows them some breathing 
room to expand their normal formats 
while drawing out their hard-core 
fans. I ran into favorite folks I hadn't 


seen since the days of screeching 
SUVs and squealing bachelorette mar- 
keting reps and managed to hear some 
fresh, chill sets. 

House legend David Harness’s 
Taboo night at Pink delves way deeper 
into the African rhythms and R&B- 
influenced hymns‘he’s famous for, in 
an underground-Chicago-style setting 
that shines up the family feeling and 
leaves behind the shirtless Endup boys 
he usually attracts. The drinks at Pink 
may be more expensive than my budg- 
et allows, but hey, that’s just one more 
charming reminder of what the clubs 
of 2000 were like, Taste the nostalgia. 
Meanwhile, at UndergroundSF, the 
Phuturo crew is still pumping out 
amazing drum ’n’ bass, and since I’m 
pretty sure that d ’n’b will see a 
“postironic” revival this year, it would 
do today’s young electrofunk jocks 
some good to get a load of what this 
infamous crew is up to. : 

Another favorite of yesteryear, hip- 
hop mecca Beat Lounge, is back at 
1751 Social Club, and while the crowd 
is now more relaxed than it was when I 
used to go there every week (no more 
elbowing past frantic break-dancers to 
get to the shot specials), the Triple 
Threat DJ kids (Apollo, ShortKut, and 
Vin Roc, plus Dre One, Franboogie, 
and guests) keep the old-skool vibe 
down low and on the inside, with some 
stupefying scratch FX and more cute 
boys than should legally be allowed 
around me at a (mostly) straight club. 
Catch this blast from the past quick: 
The Social Club will close in February 


and reopen insApril as a “Pan-Asian 
restaurant/Japanese-style tea bar” called 
Poleng (my curiosity’s Po-piqued). 
Desi, the Social Club’s promotions 
director, promises me there'll still be 
some great club madness after the 
transformation is complete. 

About those wet jockstrap con- 
tests ... I freely admit that one of my 
guiltiest pleasures of the past year has 
been bathhouse-disco revivalist DJ 
Bus Station John’s wet ’n’ wild month- 
ly the Rod at Deco, at which a bevy of 
nubile, youngish males parade them- 
selves in the almost-buff before franti- 
cally squirted plant misters, in the 
hopes of winning $100. Oftentimes 
I'm the one with his finger on the 
plant mister trigger (I'm known for 
my almost cosmic ability to soak 
crotches), so I guess that makes me 
the real winner. 

I've noted my affection for Bus 
Station John ad nauseam in these 
pages, but this time I want to men- 
tion the Rod’s cohost and all-around 
amazing supastar, Spider. Spider got 
ganked off his bike by some hit-and- 
run asshole last month and ended up 
in the hospital with some pretty 
heinous licks. This month’s Rod will 
be both a benefit and a tribute to the 
man who's made the ICU into a per- 
sonal queer bar and who unstrung 
himself from his IV just so he could 
make it to Kiki and Herb’s New Year's 
Eve performance (with a tracheotomy, 
no less).

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“Peer Pleasure I,” Yerba Buena Center for the Arts’ latest installment in a series of exhibits focusing on 
artist collectives, opens this week with works by Instant Coffee (top left, Lucy Jumping [Jumping Is Good 
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Yerba Buena Center for the Arts’ “Peer 
Pleasure |” explores the pleasures and 
pains of artist collectives

Artist collectives aren't necessarily a 
new concept — Dada and Fluxus are 
early examples of artists emerging 
from their studios and coming togeth- 
er, The 1980s and ’90s saw more polit- 
ically engaged groups like Gran Fury, 
the Guerilla Girls, Group Material, 
and General Idea. Emerging collec- 
tives that continue within this lineage 
— whether political or apolitical — 
are part of an overall trend in contem- 
porary art that leans more toward the 
home-based, handcrafted, and com- 
munity-building aspects of artmaking. 
It’s also a way for everyone involved to 
go offline and engage in more personal 
and meaningful interactions. 

“Peer Pleasure I” is the third exhi- 
bition in Yerba Buena Center for the 


Arts’ series of four programs focused 
on the continuing trend of local, 
national, and international artist col- 
lectives. The four shows, all featured in 
YBCA’ upper galleries, have been 
carefully curated to present a diverse 
cross-section of collectives functioning 
and making work together. Preceded 
by “The Zine Unbound: Kults, 
Werewolves and Sarcastic Hippies” 
and “Bay Area Now 4” (including con- 
tributions by Hamburger Eyes, the 
Gestalt Collective, the Momentary 
Academy, Mail Order Brides, and 
Stretcher), “Peer Pleasure I” highlights 
three collectives that place social 
engagement at the heart of their prac- 
tice: Royal Art Lodge, Space 1026, 
and Instant Coffee. 

More recently established collec- 
tives include Fort Thunder, K48, Paper 
Rad, as well as the groups to be fea-

tured in the final show of the YBCA 


series, “Peer Pleasure II” (which opens 
in March): Red 76, Temporary 
Services, and the VISIBLE Collective. 
San Francisco is home to a number of 
organizations that spun out of collec- 


tives and collaborations, such as New 


Langton Arts, Intersection for the 
Arts, Cameraworks, and Southern 
Exposure; new collectives are formed 
all the time, like Rock Paper Scissors 
and Lobot, both in Oakland. The list 
continues to grow as up-and-coming 
artists are inspired by the energy and 
success of their predecessors. If, as Carl 
Jung wrote, “All art intuitively appre- 
hends coming changes in the collective 
unconsciousness,” then artist collec- 
tives contribute to articulating a collec- 
tive consciousness that emerges during 
a specific time and from a particular 
place. “Peer Pleasure I” brings us news 
of these moments from outside the 
Bay Area. 

Managing one group show is 
more like herding cats with attention 
deficit disorder and much less like put- 
ting on an exhibition featuring three 
collectives — but organizing four such 
shows back-to-back? Assistant visual 
arts curator Berin Golonu, who is 


heading up this slate of programming, 
was intrigued by the element of sur- 
prise inherent in bringing artist collec- 
tives in for site-specific installations. 
“With this process of working, the 
results are unscripted. The process is 
very democratic, and more variants are 
thrown into the mix. The only down- 
fall of working collectives is that, since 
it is so unscripted, you don't know 
what's going to happen,” she said. 
Most curators would find this proposi- 
tion nerve-wracking and counterintu- 
itive to the process of mounting an 
exhibition. However, working this way 
allows for the results to be so contem- 
porary that often the paint and glue 
have barely dried before the exhibition 
is open to the public. The approach 
also permits collectives to respond to 
and be more inclusive of the immedi- 
ate community they're working in. 


OUT OF ISOLATION 

Royal Art Lodge started amid the 
harsh winters and geographical isola- 
tion of Winnipeg. Originally compris- 
ing seven artists, RAL currently con- 
sists of Michael Dumontier, Marcel 
Dzama, and Neil Farber (Dzama’s 
uncle). Dzama’s spindly figures are

perhaps the most recognizable work of 
the three artists, but each member has 
had a successful career, exhibiting 
internationally as RAL as well as indi- 
vidually. 

At the end of their weekly 
Wednesday-night get-togethers, suc- 
cessful work is placed in the “sun” suit- 
case, somewhat-successful pieces in 
the “sad cloud” case, and failures in the 
“to be destroyed” suitcase. (Frankly, I'd 
be interested in seeing what's inside 
the last one.) The titles of the works 
indicate their overall tone: Puddle of 
Friends, Disappointment Wins, and the 
self-explanatory Sorrow and Solitude. 
These are the precious things. The simple 
compositions read like visual diary 
entries of a shared experience, with 
inside jokes encoded in the text and 
images, and references that only the 
artist§ are privy to; the titles connote a 
sense of these shared secrets. A suite of 
80 paintings that first appeared at 
Douglas Hyde Gallery, in Dublin, are 
on view at YBCA. 


COLLECTIVE DIY 
Space 1026 was founded by the occu- 
pants of the top two floors of a build-

ing in Philadelphia's Chinatown that’s 
home to artist studios and a gallery; 
today its members — currently around 
30 — are united by their past or pres- 
ent affiliation with the space. One 
member, who spoke to me anony- 
mously because of interpersonal 
dynamics (other members would won- 
der why he, rather than anyone else, 
speaks for the group), described their 
process as a kind of game: “You need 
two teams — the protagonists and the 
dreamers — in order to keep it 
dynamic. If one side were to win all 
the time, then it would probably stop.” 

He believes that Space 1026's ties 
to the community have made it suc- 
cessful, “Philadelphia is a really segre- 
gated city,” he continued, “and I’ve met 
people there that I wouldn't have oth- 
erwise. 

Its primary collective activity is 
producing silk-screen prints, numerous 
examples of which are wheat-pasted to 
a wall at Space 1026 in Philly. An 
overriding aesthetic for the posters has 
emerged from the fact that the artists 
really didn’t know how to go about 
making screen prints — my source 
told me he later learned the “correct” 
technique and realized that Space 
1026 had made up its own process. At 
YBCA the collective has reproduced 
this wall with additional installation 
elements and ephemera culled from its 
members. 


‘ INSTANT COMMUNITY 
Collectives often arise to fill a void or 
contribute something to a community 
that it may otherwise be lacking. 
Instant Coffee — whose most consis- 
tent members are Jinhan Ko, Jenifer 
Papararo, Kate Monro, Cecilia 
Berkovic, and Jon Sasaki — create 
frameworks for possibilities. These 
“frameworks” are better known as 
events or parties, and the Vancouver/ 
Toronto group's interest lies in the 
social engagement that happens while 
developing activities as opposed to 


producing a singular and static final 
product. 

For “Peer Pleasure I” the IC artists 
have built BASS Bench, a custom DJ 
station and lounge that will allow visi- 
tors to play records. The BASS Bench 
is a departure from their BASS Bed, a 
site that inspired make-out parties in 
the past. 

IC forged Bay Area ties during its 
residency at “The Way We Work,” a 
fall 2004 Southern Exposure group 
exhibition that examined collaborative 
practices. As a result, local artists Chris 
Sollars, Joyce Grimm, and Courtney 
Fink are curating “scenarios” and 
“interventions” at BASS Bench during 
the exhibit’s run. 

According to Golonu, the inten- 
tion behind YBCA’s four-part series is 
to warm up the typically cool walls of 
the white cube and to provide more 
points of entry for the public to use 
the space as a site for their own cre- 
ative or social activities. “More and 
more art centers with experimental 
and creative platforms are going in 
this direction,” she said. 

As a publicly funded institution, 
YBCA also has an obligation to create 
public programming. But how do you 
keep such programming from seem- _ 
ing artificial or unresponsive to the 
community? “You have to choose the 
right people who will bring the right 
ingredients in,” Golonu said. 
Doubtless, new collaborations will be 
formed with this inspired, and inspir- 
ing, mix. SFBG

W. Allen Taylor finds his father on the 
_ tadio in Walkin’ Talkin’ Bill Hawkins

The United States made a unique dis- 
covery in the economic boom years 
following World War II: the black 
consumer. It was then, and for the first 
time, that reaching an African 
American audience with cash to spend 
became a priority for American busi- 
ness. The effort played a determining 
role in the rise of the country’s first 
black DJs and the highly influential 
flowering of black radio. The flip side 
of that record, of course, was the 
simultaneous self-discovery, or reimag- 
ining, of the African American com- 
munity itself. 

This essential social and musical 
history forms the background to an 
intimate, sometimes ecstatic, some- 
times anguished personal tale in 
writer-performer W. Allen Taylor’s 
Walkin’ Talkin’ Bill Hawkins, his one- 
man play now receiving its world pre- 
miere at the Marsh’s Berkeley theater. 
For just as the black community of 
1940s Cleveland discovered itself, in 
part, through the disembodied person- 
ality and style of Bill Hawkins, the 
city’s first black DJ, a generation later, 


in the mid-1970s, Taylor began a per- 
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sonal journey of self-discovery by find- 


“ing his own voice, otherwise known as 


“Allen Taylor and the AT Thang,” 
over the airwaves of his Ohio college 
radio station. But from there the simi- 
larity grows both stranger and more 
complex, as his lifelong questions to 
his reticent mother regarding his 
absent father’s identity finally yield the 
figure of the already married Hawkins, 
by then just recently passed away. 
With that painful dual moment of 
recovery and loss, Taylor and Walkin’ 
enter into a kind of dialogue with that 
same Bill Hawkins (now fully 
detached from any earthly quarter), 
approaching the shadowy figure 
behind the radio personality through a 
common medium, a common love of 
music, and an extended family of rela- 
tionships that reach into an era and 
community shaped by something as 
insubstantial yet definitive as a voice 
on the air. 

As if to illustrate the real-world 
significance of things intangible, pride 
of place in Walter Holden's split-level 
set goés to a weighty solid box of a 
desk with a silver forties-era micro- 
phone planted on top. Projected on 
the wall behind it, the purple halo of a 
doctored Capitol record label looms

like a blue moon, announcing the 
show’s title and act. Occupying this 
perch is Allen's and the play’s alter ego, 
a DJ called “The Kid.” Meanwhile, an 
excellent mix of period music (the 
well-measured sound design is by 
Dustin Toshiyuki) bridges the hit 
records of the 1940s and 1970s, where 
Louis Jordan meets James Brown. Far 
from gratuitous or merely mood- 
setting, the play’s musical foundation 
naturally plays a strong thematic role, 
joining father and son in a way that 
acts as a medium of confrontation, 
forgiveness, and the mutual imparting 
of generational expertise and private 
knowledge. 

It’s the frank and ruminating per- 
sonal tale that strikes the most aftect- 
ing and involving note here, but the 
social setting remains deeply inter- 
twined with the play's dramatic pitch 
and complex irony. After all, Walkin’ 
Talkin’ Bill Hawkins, as audiences 
knew him, was a palpable presence in 
the lives of countless sttangers even as 
he remained a question mark to his 
own child (“He gave us a feeling of 
unity,” one fan recalls. “Hle was like 
family”), whatever the market forces 
working on the community for their 
own ends. At the same time, that 
Taylor would himself follow unwit- 
tingly in his father's footsteps as he 
entered college (still not knowing the 
older man’s identity) suggests a kind of 


weird, attenuated, and very modern 
form of patrimony coming from mul- 
tiple directions at once. It’s a relation- 
ship the play exploits, as at key 
moments Allen addresses his father 
directly (invariably as “Daddy-O”) in 
the guise of The Kid, who himself 
exists in a space somewhere between 
autobiography and fantasy, an imagi- 
nary realm made necessary by the 
death of his father but also possible by 
the real extracorporeal web of forces 
stitching together families, communi- 
ties, consumers, and markets in an 
ambiguous network of relationships 
and identities. (The compounding of 
meanings is wryly suggested by 
Holden's lighting design, which bathes 
the play’s alter ego, wearing sunglasses 
and a hat, in a bright, golden spot- 
light. The Kid is too much in the sun, 
as DJ Hamlet might says) 

Walkin’ Talkin’ Bill Hawkins 
remains an uneven piece. 
Workshopped several times (with 
original direction by Ellen Sebastian 
Chang), its debut has many intriguing 
and compelling aspects skillfully 
staged by director Gloria Weinstock 
(including a gently haunting, comic 
yet mournful movement Allen mimes 
once or twice, drawn from his child- 
hood anecdote about his uncle’s 
slaughtering of a pet turkey — “that 
headless turkey gave me nightmares, 
for a long time”). Still, as an evolving

piece drawn out of a lifelong journey, 
one suspects Wa/kin’ still has places to 
go, at least in the mechanics of its 
staging. Some scenes and dialogue can 
feel either incomplete or poorly inte- 
grated, for instance, and others suffer 
from a choppiness that comes espe- 
cially from the occasional back-and- 
forth between characters and despite 
generally sharp work by Taylor (an 
accomplished actor and a professor of 
drama at College of Marin). After a 
slightly awkward hanging note at the 
end of the first act, the pacing and 
overall cohesion of the piece improve 
in the second. Here Taylor’s character- 
izations are especially solid, and his 
interlocutors (several friends and 
acquaintances from his father’s past as 
well as Allen’s mother) hold forth 
uninterruptedly on Bill Hawkins with 
a convincing mix of love, nostalgia, 
and regret — scenes made all the 
more poignant for inevitably being the 
expression, at the same time, of a son’s 
vicarious entry into the longed-for life 
and world of a missing father. SFBG

DANCE What a great way to overcome the January doldrums and wash all that holiday anodyne right out of 

your hair! The Women on the Way Festival, now in its sixth year, is anything but sweet, homey, and safe. 
Artistic director Mary Alice Fry has her ear to the underground of women’s work, not just in dance but also in 
music, comedy, theater, and storytelling. Much of what she presents is sharp, in-your-face, and infectious. She has 
booked some of the funniest monologuists I have ever heard on the same programs as dancers I went to the festival 
to see. No doubt — particularly since so many artists cross disciplines these days — the performers also get a jolt of 
sharing billing and dressing rooms. Traditionally, WOW has been rich in dance offerings; this year’s seem particu- 
larly abundant. I'll miss the puny stage of former years, but the dancers will probably be happier not to have to 
worry about kicking first-row audience members in their noses. Performing this weekend are Funsch Dance 
Experience, Alma Esperanza Cunningham Movement, Talismanic Physical Theatre, Fresh Meat Productions, 
danceNAGANUMA, and Davalos Dance Company.

As part of its Pride Season 11, New Conservatory 
Theatre Center presents Steve Kluger’s two-act 
romantic comedy that’s about as light and sweet 
as any holiday confection. The play follows a 
pretty simple recipe: In act one, two guys meet in 
a diner and fall in love; in act two, they meet 
again in the diner five years later and six months 
after they've broken up. The likable Markham 
Miller and Carlos Barrera have good stage chem- 
istry and comic timing. While Kluger tries to 
introduce a darker side to the relationship, sub- 
jects like HIV and inequality come off as forced 
plot points. Not that it matters. With snappy and 
sexy dialogue peppered with jokes and refer- 
ences to gay cultural icons like Ethel Mermen, 
After Dark proves an irresistible and pleasing tri- 
fle.

In the 1850s, Joshua Norton was 
a rich San Francisco businessman until his 
attempt to corner the rice market rendered him 
bankrupt. He then donned naval regalia and 
marched into the San Francisco Bulletin’s office 


with a proclamation that declared himself 
emperor of the United States — which the paper 
published. Over the years, he issued more 
proclamations, including ones that dissolved 
Congress and ordered the building of a bridge 
between Oakland and San Francisco. He even 
printed his own money. In Impossible 
Productions’ charming musical, written by Kim 
Axelrod-Ohanneson and Marty Ohanneson- 
Axelrod, Emperor Norton is a slightly crazed man 
of the people. He sees the darker side of Gold 
Rush-era San Francisco, with Barbary Coast 
pickpockets and discrimination against the 
Chinese, yet truly believes the city — and its cit- 
izens — can rise from the ashes like a phoenix. 
Now, this isn't a big-budget musical: the stage 
too small for set pieces, much less all-out dance 
numbers. But, really, that hardly matters. With 
terrific singers and comical songs, slutty dance 
hall girls, and the scene-stealing antics of 
Norton's dogs (played by humans, of course), 
this love letter to the first and last emperor of 
the U.S. is a must-see guilty pleasure.

Even before we're welcomed by the spry and 
shady Emcee (Clive Worsley), the party is in full 
swing at the Kit Kat Klub — the festive world- 
within-a-world that epitomizes the final days of 
Weimar Germany, on the eve of the Nazi seizure 
of power, in John Kander and Fred Ebb’s Cabaret. 
Shotgun Players’ production of the darkly ebul- 
lient 1966 musical (with book by Joe Masteroff) 
goes all out in establishing that seamy ambience, 
where sexual and political promiscuity make for 
rich burlesque.

exceptional renderings of Kander and Ebb's ter- 
tific cycle of songs, Blackwood's production is 
nevertheless an uneven ride, and in the end sur- 
prisingly weak in its ability to disturb and 
enthrall — surprising because the production 
reflects considerable insight and artistry in both 
design and execution.

The subject of accursed restaurant 
spaces is one of perennial interest 
and — for those of us inclined to 
speculate — speculation. Poor loca- 
tion? Awkward layout, ugly build- 
ing? Bad luck? Foolish management, 
lousy food? Perhaps it is part of the 
nature of a curse not to reveal itself 
to reason. Some restaurant spaces 
just seem doomed to host failure 
after failure, like reasonably attrac- 
tive people who by age 45 are on 
their fourth marriages. 

Last month Dosa, a south 
Indian restaurant, opened at an 
address that for most of the 1990s 
had belonged to the highly regard- 
ed, and highly successful, Val 21. I 
loved Val 21, and while I was sorry 
to see it close, I did not worry that 

» the space would start flipping and 
flopping like a fish on a dock. It was 
on a desirable block of Valencia 
Street, after all, with people and 
restaurants all over the place and a 
public parking garage just around 
the corner. Whatever endeavor suc- 
ceeded Val 21 could not possibly, in 
my view, fail. 

Yet several endeavors failed in 
fairly quick succession, beginning 
with 3Ring (a Provengal-style 


erazing 
restaurant) and continuing through 
Le Krewe (Cajun/Creole) and, most 
recently, Spiazzino (Italian). 
Suddenly, where there had been sta- 
bility, there was a merry-go-round. 
It is too soon to say that Dosa has 
restored the old order and broken 
the unexpected curse. But judging 
from the early crowds, the high level 
of energy and excitement, and the 
quality of the food, the outlook is 
better than it has been in some 
years. 
As the name suggests, Dosa fea- 
tures the dosa, a large, oblong crepe 
filled with a variety: of savories. 
(And a brief digression here to 
applaud the restaurant's bright sig- 
nage, which is clearly visible — and 
legible — for a block or two in each 
direction. Letting people know 
you're there, and having a simple, 
easily pronounceable name, is a big 
part of the battle.) The savories are, 
interestingly, meatless though not 
strictly vegan (one has eggs, another 
cheese), and they point us in the 
direction of one of Dosa’s sly mar- 
vels, which is that you can work 
your way through an entire meal — 
a feast — without eating any animal 
flesh or being aware that you aren't. 
This is unforced vegetarianism, and 
it is the best sort of vegetarianism; it 
is intrinsic to the cuisine and to the

wider call of Hindu culture. 

There is, of course, flesh for 
those who want it. (I come down on 
both sides of this issue.) Pescos 
might go for the prawn coconut 
masala ($13), a crock of large, 
peeled shrimp swimming in a gin- 
gery, slightly sweet curry paste remi- 
niscent of similar Thai dishes but 
without the defining signatures of 
lemongrass and Kaffir lime leaves. 
For the omnivore: Tamil lamb curry 
($13), cubes of exquisitely tender 
meat bathed by a rich brown sauce 
of tomatoes; onions, fennel, and 
poppy seeds. Although the dish is 
called a curry, the sauce is very even- 
tempered, almost beef burgundy— 
like, and is tasty enough to stand on 
its own, without meat; it ladles nice- 
ly over accompanying pats of bas- 
mati rice or can be sopped up with 
chunks of bathura or poori, the 
rounds of puffy wheat bread. 

The dosas are sprawling, with 
their extremities sometimes droop- 
ing over the edges of the oblong 
platters on which they're served. 
The crepes are folded from the sides 
on the long axis, but the edges don't 
meet in the middle, giving the dosas 
the look of half-wrapped Christnaas 
packages. As we are eternal suckers 
for the word paneer (“cheese”), we 


dosa ($9), which mixed farmers 
cheese with grilled carrots and pota- 
toes. We were slightly less enthusi- 
astic about the south Indian moons 
($11), a quintet of uttapam (like lit- 
tle pancakes) topped with various 
combinations of vegetables, nuts, 
and spices and served with garbanzo 
beans and chutney. Too much con- 
fusion; a few too many flavors to 
keep track of amid a fireworks dis- 
play of spice. 

Channa bathura ($9), on the 
other hand — a large crock of 
chickpea stew served with a bathura 
bigger than a Frisbee — command- 
ed one’s ongoing attention, as did 
channa ($5), a chickpea salad dotted 
with cherry tomatoes and slivers of 
red onion and brightened with a 
lemon dressing that would have 
gone over brilliantly on some 
Aegean island or in Provence. 
Chickpeas are always fabulous, of 
course, at least for those who find 
them fabulous, but size seems to 
help at Dosa, in an inversion of a 
widespread trend toward geniusy 
small plates and more prosaic large 
ones. To emphasize the point: Idli 
vada sambar ($5), a kind of sampler 
plate of lentil dumplings, patties, 
and soup, with a selection of condi- 
ments, never quite came together, 


ee ’ 


lentil dumplings adrift like South 
Seas atolls in a near-soup of yogurt 
piped with tamarind sauce, was 
coherent. One was reminded of gaz- 
pacho. : 

The interior of the restaurant 
has been repainted in accents of tan- 
doori-chicken orange but otherwise 
is little changed from 10 years ago. 
The huge bar is still in place (and is 
an excellent alternative for sponta- 
neous types); the vaguely A-shaped 
seismic-reinforcement struts still 
give a sense of head-lowering inti- 
macy to the dining area in the back. 
And there is still plenty of noise, but 
maybe a dose of this is welcome — 
a sign of life — after a few too 
many cycles of somnolence. SFBG

Green days 


The time comes, even in our land of 
excess, when even the most excess- 
minded have had enough. This magi- 
cal moment tends to fall right about 
now, at the end of six weeks of more 
or less continuous gluttony: huge rich 
meals, parties with trays of cookies 
and fudge, endless exchanges of gift- 
wrapped boxes of truffles and bon- 
bons, bottles of champagne beyond 
number. One steers clear of the digital 
scale like a vampire avoiding garlic. 

It is right that our season of 
abstemiousness falls in January, a wet, 
cold, gray month that doesn’t offer 
much in the way of locally produced 
comestibles. Visiting a rain-swept 
farmers market on a Saturday morning 
just after the turn of the year is largely 
an exercise in examining greens: baby 
salad greens, of course, but also beet 
greens, chard in its several colors, kale 
in its varieties of wrinkliness and 
veinedness, mustard greens, dandelion 
greens, spinach. Greens are a great buy 
and good for you, so you really can’t 
pass them over — but, on the other 
hand, what exactly are you supposed 
to do with them when you get them 
home? Baby salad greens don’t need 
any attention other than being 
washed, of course, but the others gen- 
erally need cooking of some kind. 

For some years I have puzzled 
about this. Kale and chard braise 
beautifully and quickly in a bit of oil 
and with a sprinkle of salt and pep- 
per, but their flavors, while distinc- 
tive, are not necessarily of universal 
appeal. A simple enhancement is to 
soften a chopped onion with some 
bacon (or turkey bacon) in the oil 
before adding the chopped greens, 
and to drizzle the wilted result with 
some high-quality red-wine or bal- 
samic vinegar before serving. 

Spinach takes well to a Sicilian- 
style treatment, in which a handful of 
pine nuts is first toasted in olive oil 
(then reserved), followed by minced 
garlic. When the garlic begins to turn 
a palé gold, add the spinach with a bit 
of salt and stir gently until the leaves 
are wilted. (A wok works well here.) 
Toss in the pine nuts and a scant 
handful of currants, give a crank or 
two from the pepper mill, and serve. 

An alternative to braising is to add 
greens to soup. Giuliano Hazan’s new 
book, How to Cook Italian (Scribner, 
$35), includes a recipe for Sardinian 
lentil soup distinguished by its meat 
broth and its inclusion of greens in an 
otherwise simple scheme. You could 
certainly dispense with the meat broth 
in favor of plain water, but the greens 
do add a subtle je ne sais quoi, or 
however one says that in Italian.

My 
brain has the sneaking suspicion 
that rushed baristas may say what- 
ever will get them off the phone 
ASAP. Case in point: Melt, a cafe 
on Columbus Street. The harried 
coffee slinger there said, “Yes. It’s 
organic. But I don’t know about fair 
trade. We get it across the street at 
Graffeo.” Mr. Luciano Repetto, 
proprietor of said Graffeo, promptly 
informed me that none of the coffee 
he sells (barring a decaf Colombian 
he gets via Switzerland) is organic 
because he has yet to find a certifi- 
cation process in most coftee- 
growing countries that strikes him 
as trustworthy. By far my favorite 
response to the fair-trade question 
was from a hapless employee of 
Cafe La Onda (the restyled and 


derevolutionized Cafe Macondo, on 
16th Street): “Uh. Our coffee is a 
French roast ...”, prompting me to 
put on my wicked librarian voice 
and say, “Young man, do you know 
what fair-trade coffee is?” 

On a kinder note, not only does 
Java Beach, on La Playa (a personal 
favorite), know from fair trade, a// 
the coffee they serve is fair trade 
and organic. (“I’m singin’ in the 
rain, singin’ in the rain, what a glo- 
rious feeling ...”) And, an anthro- 
pological aside: This bout of tele- 
phonic snooping has left me with 
the distinct impression that the hip- 
pie ethos is alive and well in its old 
Haight Street haunt, I'll venture the 
unscientific claim that the neigh- 
borhood has got the highest quo- 
tient of righteous coffee-serving 
establishments.

In 1966 26-year-old Ralph Arlyck 
moved from New York to Haight 
Ashbury. For three years he was totally in 
the middle of it, man, and all those now- 
clichés — tie-dyed hippies, Manson fol- 
lowers, radical rabble-rousers, you name 
it — regularly swirled past his Cole 
Street apartment. But as Arlyck reveals 
in the wry, insightful narration of his new 
doc, Following Sean, he was “more of a 
watcher than a participant,” and his view 
of San Francisco's late-’60s remains unro- 
mantic. “Should I tell you it was great?” 
he asks, sounding like a guy who proba- 
bly never used the word groovy in his life. 
“Tt was actually ... mixed.” 

Besides meeting his wife, a French 
expat named Elizabeth, Arlyck’s most 
significant Haight encounter was with 
his neighbors Johnny and Susie, who 
lived upstairs with their four-year-old 
son, Sean, The boy, a strange blend of 
cherubic and world-weary, was the per- 
fect centerpiece for Arlyck’s San 
Francisco State University student film. 
Sean caused a sensation upon its release, 
in 1969, largely due to the tyke’s casual 
bragging about his pot intake: “T eat it 
and I smoke it.” Excerpted in Following 
Sean, the short is still a remarkable docu- 
ment nearly 40 years later. At the time it 
made even nonsquares worry about what 
would happen to the flower children’s 
children when they grew up, and it’s not 
hard to see why. 


Later, Haight-er 


In 1994 Arlyck — who, after the 
success of Sean, made filmmaking his 
career — got to wondering himself. After 
leaving San Francisco with no regrets in 


1969, he settled into East Coast suburbia ~ 


with Elizabeth and their two sons. When 
he returned to the Bay Area, he touched 
base with Sean’s now divorced parents 
before reuniting with his now grown 
subject; he then ended up documenting 
Sean for 10 more years. The title 
Following Sean reveals its double mean- 
ing fairly early on. Not only is Arlyck lit- 
erally following Sean through his 30s, 
he’s also charting the changes in his own 
life and outlook since the original film's 
release. 

So what happened to that pint-sized 
pot-smoker? As an adult Sean is as artic- 
ulate and expressive as ever but with a 
more mature outlook on life (of Sean, he 
jokes, “It was devastating for my political 
career”). Arlyck’s 1969 footage of the 
child playing with power tools foreshad- 
ows Sean's profession: an electrician. 
Sean's obsession with work becomes 
more pronounced as the 1990s advance; 
he gets married (like Arlyck, to a for- 
eigner), has a son, dreams of buying a . 
house, and enters law school while still 
grinding away at his full-time job. “There 
ain't no more communes or sitting 
around on your ass,” he observes dryly. 
“You've got to support your family.” 

« Ironically (or maybe not), Sean's 
father, Johnny, is about as antiwork as it 
gets, and Arlyck spends.a fair amount of 
time exploring the unusually pronounced 
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Onetime Bay Guardian writer Ralph Arlyck (pictured, left, in his 1969 
short, Sean) revisits his most famous film subject, a grown-up former 
flower child (pictured as a four-year-old in Sean, center), in Following 
Sean.

“generation gaps in Sean's family. Johnny, 


who values freedom above all else, comes 
from a straight-laced family of bankers; 
his ex-wife, Susie, is the daughter of 
prominent San Francisco communists. 
(Arlyck’s own parents also flirted with 
communism, but with less conviction: 
“They surfed the ’30s the way I skated 
through the ’60s.”) 

As Johnny sizes up his overworked 
son, he remarks, “He’s not as free as he 
once was.” While that’s certainly true (for 
one thing, Sean wears shoes now), the 
statement reflects back on all of the doc’s 
participants: the perpetually broke 
Johnny, who never gave up on his 1960s 
ideals; commune-and-guru product Sean, 
who diligently pursues pragmatic goals; 
and Arlyck himself, who realizes halfway 
through the film that his self-propelled 
career feels “more like a blank page than a 
declaration of freedom.” Fortunately, the 
involying Following Sean — which lets 
the air out of San Francisco’s most cele- 
brated era without being mean-spirited 
about it and draws extraordinary meaning 
from a relatively ordinary story — is any- 
thing but a blank page. SFBG

Dark was the night 


As long as Noir City is helmed by Anita Monga and Eddie 
Muller, the genre’s devotees can be sure they're in for a glorious 
couple of weeks at the movies. Monga’s reputation as a program- 
mer was sealed by her many years at the Castro Theatre, and 
Muller simply breathes film noir (his expert's wit is on great dis- 
play on the Born ¢o Kill DVD commentary track). The bulk of 
this year’s festival will take place at the Palace of Fine Arts 
Theatre, though the addendum at the Balboa Theater (four 
nights celebrating films produced in 1946, a watershed year in 
which, according to Muller, noir really came of age) could be 
considered a minifestival in itself: The double bills at the Palace © 
of Fine Arts Theatre are largely organized according to key noir 
criteria (screenwriters like Cornell Woolrich, stars like John 
Garfield, and settings like foggy San Fran). Actor Farley 
Granger, producer Stanley Rubin, noir author James Ellroy, and 
femme fatale Coleen Gray will all appear at the festival, as will 
Sean Penn, presenting one of his directorial attempts at neonoir 
(The Pledge) followed by a classic of his choosing. There are, as 
always, plenty of rarities, almost all of which have lean running 
times and viciously blunt titles (Nobody Lives Forever, Crime 
Without Passion, The Man Who Cheated Himself, and on and on). 
Some of these selections will find DVD distribution on the basis 
of successful screenings here in San Francisco (industry savants 
will note that Fox is sponsoring the Coleen Gray night), so 
cinephiles have added incentive to attend the festival and show 
their support for what has always been the film-lover’s genre.

The reference books are full of 
famous directors whose work ossi- 
fied as they got older. In contrast, a 
select few filmmakers experience 
second — or maybe even first — 
bursts of creative youth in their later 
years. Michael Verhoeven, who'll 
receive a lifetime achievement 
award as principal tributee at this 
year's Berlin and Beyond festival, 
was already in his 50s when his The 
Nasty Girl (Das Schreckliche 
Madchen) lit up 1990's Berlin 
International Film Festival. 

Many international viewers 
unfamiliar with Verhoeven’s prior 
features assumed Nasty Gir/ to be a 
young man’s debut effort, so much 
did it reflect the brashness, ideal- 
ism, and high energy of its titular 
heroine, who, as indelibly played by 


_ Lena Stolze, becomes the darling 


of her Bavarian hamlet when she 
wins a prestigious essay contest. 
She becomes something else 
entirely — including an assassina- 
tion target — when her follow-up 
project, “My Town during the 
Third Reich,” excavates gung-ho 
Nazism this /eimar preferred to 
keep well buried. 

That the frisky, mordantly 
funny Nasty Girl juiced Verhoeven’s 


* sense of stylistic adventure and cru- 


sading prankdom would have sur- 
prised less had he been better 
known by his new worldwide audi- 
ence. Sonja’s impish, stubborn com- 
mitment to get at the truth — how- 
ever unpleasant — is close to the 
writer-director’s own character and 
his motivation as an artist. Which

seems presumptuous to speak about, 
if it wasn't well mapped in The 
Verhoevens, a 2003 documentary 
playing Berlin and Beyond as part 
of the tribute. The titular clan (no 
relation to Dutch-born Showgirls 
auteur Paul V., by the way) is one of 
those showbiz dynasties, it turns 
out, albeit less dominated by off- 
screen misbehavior than your basic 
Barrymore model. 

Patriarch Paul was a popular 
stage actor who became a popular 
movie actor-director. Though 
directing Goebbels’s Czech mistress 
won him executive Reich approval, 
a bent toward frivolous musical 
comedies helped him avoid overtly 
propagandistic assignments — and 
azi Party membership. This rela- 
tive blamelessness left him free to 
lourish anew via the escapist films 
a postwar German public desperate- 
y craved. But his passive coopera- 
tion with National Socialism tor- 
mented son Michael, whose rebel- 
lion against parental tradition 
(Mom was also an actress) initially 
took the form of choosing a medical 
profession over a theatrical one. 

Michael still hadn't decided to 
eave medicine behind when he 


directed his first feature — a rigor- 
ous 1967 film of Strindberg’s play 
The Dance of Death, brilliantly acted 
by transatlantic star Lilli Palmer 
and the senior Verhoeven as snake 
and mongoose locked into bitterly 
terminal marriage — though he'd 


already wed “thinking man’s Raquel 
Welch” Senta Berger. Like Palmer, 
Austrian beauty Berger was usually 
reduced to eye candy in 
Europudding projects. That wasn’t 
the case in films directed by her 
husband, but the still-beautiful 
Eurobabe is MIA in his few US- 
released films to date. All scrutinize 
Nazi back-chapters: The Nasty Girl, 
1982's The White Rose (also starring 
Stolze), and 1995’s My Mother’ 
Courage, about how Hungarian 
dramatist George Tabori’s ma 
escaped concentration-camp doom. 
Cinematically vivid and morally 


upright, these are the kinds of 
movies every film festival wants to 


‘program. But in 1970, two decades 


before Nasty Girl won its Silver 
Bear, Michael Verhoeven virtually 
shuttered the Berlinale with O.K., a 
film that was reviled then and has 
scarcely been seen since. It so horri- 
fied official competition judge 
George Stevens — tiber-Hollywood 
director of Gunga Din, Shane, and 


Jesus’s own Greatest Story Ever Told 


— that he basically called a halt to 
the entire event. 

O.K. reenacts the same real-life 
incident that later inspired Brian 
De Palma’s more hyperbolic 
Casualties of War. In 1966, a teenage 
Vietnamese girl was kidnapped, 
gang-raped, murdered, and body- 
dumped by a bored US Army unit. 
Michael Verhoeven himself plays 
the one soldier who refused to par- 
ticipate and ultimately brought the 
others to some semblance of justice. 
No doubt more for the sake of 
budget than anything else, the fea- 
ture was shot in the Bavarian 
woods, but the actors sport uni- 
forms and names correlating with 
those of their Yankee “inspirations.” 

At press time it’s uncertain 
whether this extreme rarity, a last- 
minute addition to the schedule 
(Tues/17, 12:30 p.m.), will be shown 
with or without English translation. 
But believe me, you'll get the gist. A 
lost Vietnam-era masterpiece, it 
remains a profoundly tense, straight- 
forward, and horrific mirror-stare 
into the eye of the human beast. But 
gosh, it’s not like an accusa- 
tory drama about, say, abuses SFBG 
at Abu Ghraib could stir the same 
self-righteous outrage today. Eh? 
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‘Glory Road’

>> DRAMA What sports fan can resist an underdog story? Well, University of Kentucky fans may want to give 
Glory Road a pass — not only do their beloved Wildcats blow a crucial game, but also revered coach Adolph 
Rupp is portrayed as a snotty racist. Everyone else who enjoys cheering courtside, though, will have a ball (ahem) 
with Glory Road, which grafts the glossy trappings of a Jerry Bruckheimer production (including endless pop songs) 
onto a doozy of a true story. In 1966 the blip-on-the-map Texas Western basketball team made it to the NCAA 
tournament finals — a circumstance amazing enough to constitute movie fodder, compounded by the fact that the 
starting lineup was comprised entirely of African Americans, a first at the time. Instead of working the Hoosiers 
angle (coach in need of redemption, blah blah), Glory Road instead focuses on the players, embodied by a talented 
cast (Derek Luke, Mehcad Brooks, and Al Shearer among them) who make the most of their sketched-in individ- 
ual story lines (the ladies’ man, the guy with the overbearing mama, etc.). More important, all of the teammates — 


black and white — have an easygo1 


ng, natural rapport, which renders the film’s civil rights themes particularly 


heartfelt. Though there are no last-minute twists, a la Friday Night Lights, Glory Roads game scenes are still pretty 
.exciting, especially when Coach Don Haskins (Josh Lucas, saddled with quite a bit of cliché-ridden dialogue) lets 


his players dunk a little. (Cheryl Eddy)

Hoodwinked One of the first independently 
made CG cartoon features, this “Little Red Riding 
Hood” take-off gropes toward the examples of 
Shrek and Shark Tale, adopting their use of 
celebrity casts and flip in-jokes for adults. 
Beginning near the fairy tale’s end, with the Big 
Bad Wolf (Patrick Warburton) waiting for Red 
(Anne Hathaway) after having tied up Granny 
(Glenn Close), Hoodwinked deconstructs the 
familiar story into conflicting Rashomon-style 
accounts and cleverly integrates them to reveal 
a mystery tale ending in a Bond—Mission 
Impossible parody climax. The graphics are 
mostly smooth — though the human characters 


resemble perky garden gnomes — but it would 
be unfair to hold them to the Pixar standard (or 
budget). As expected from its influences, 
Hoodwinkea's humor is mostly derived from 
adult self-congratulation at the expense of the 
fairy tale — and children. (Red, now a karate 
champ, asks the Wolf, “What do | have to do, get 
a restraining order?”) But kids will be enter- 
tained enough to consider the film a second- 
class Shrek, while adults, despite several grue- 
some musical interludes, won’t squirm too often. 
(1:21) (Amanatullah) 

Last Holiday Among the many once-independ- 
ent filmmakers turned 800-pound Hollywood 
gorillas, Wayne Wang is an odd case. Never real- 
ly a major figure in independent film, he still 
found plenty of admirers for his earlier features 
(Chan is Missing, Smoke). \f his last few films 
(Maid in Manhattan, Because of Winn-Dixie, and 
now Last Holiday) are any indication though, 
Wang has become smitten with happy endings 
and unrelenting sentimentality as of late — it's 
as if John Sayles decided his next feature ought 
to be a remake of Waiting to Exhale. Last Holiday 
has major shades of Maid in Manhattan, with 
Queen Latifah bumping Jennifer Lopez as the 
even-keeled working-class woman who graceful- 
ly floats into a world of wealth. This time around 
the character grants herself a sumptuous 
European vacation upon learning she only has 
weeks ta live. She practically bursts with good- 


ness, her smile and down-home wisdom redeem- 


ing the European hotel's cast of cranky charac- 
ters. Latifah has a wonderfully controlled face, 


but the script asks too much in making her char-

acter a saint, from New Orleans no less. Last 
Holiday is meant to be whimsical, but Wang’s 
spotless rendition of the sunken city cuts too 
close to the bone — fantasy, after all, is meant 
to heighten reality, not insult it. (1:52) (Goldberg) 
Tristan and Isolde Ridley Scott produces this 
big-screen version of the famed romantic myth; 
James Franco arid Sophia Myles play the pretty, 
pretty star-crossed lovers. (2:05) 

The White Countess The final Merchant-ivory 
collaboration (producer Ismail Merchant died last 
May) is one of their middling efforts. It’s an opu- 
lent period piece, beautifully visualized (shot by 
Christopher Doyle) and astutely cast, but with- 
out a great deal of narrative drive or involvement 
— somewhat surprising since the screenplay is 
an original by novelist Kazuo Ishiguro, whose 
adapted Remains of the Day was perhaps the 
last really good Merch-lvory feature. Natasha 
Richardson plays the widowed Countess Sofia 
Belinsky, whose aristocratic family has fallen far 
since the Czar’s ouster and Bolshevism’s tri- 
umph rendered them penniless refugees. In 1936 
they live in a squalid Shanghai flat, where she 
supports a young daughter and various relatives 
by working as a taxi dancer in sleazy nightclubs. 
Imperious in-laws Olga (Lynn Redgrave) and 
Greshenka (Madeleine Potter) treat her as a 
shamefully fallen woman — never mind that 
Sofia’s labors are the only thing keeping them 
fed and sheltered. More sympathetic, but inef- 
fectual and slightly senile, are Aunt Sara 
(Vanessa Redgrave) and Uncle Peter (John 
Wood). A good deed Sofia performs for likewise- 
widowed, accident-blinded, former American 
diplomat Jackson (Ralph Fiennes) pays dividends 
when he raises funds to open his dreamed-of 
“perfect nightclub,” calling it the White Countess 
and duly hiring her to act as its elegant hostess- 
slash-figurehead. As they ever-so-slowly (too 
slowly, in fact) realize their relationship ought be 
more than professional, obstacles arise, includ- 
ing his escalating alcoholism, her continued fam- 
ily grievances, and the rising threat of a 
Japanese invasion that may be somehow con- 
nected to Jackson’s mysterious friend Matsuda 
(Hiroyuki Sanada of The Last Samurai). Yet 
despite all these potentially rich complications, 
The White Countess is a little too bloodlessly 
white. An overblown cast-of-thousands climax 
can't erase the nagging sense that this prestige 
project is part Cabaret without the music or 
decadence, part Casablanca without the roman- 
tic chemistry — parts that don’t add up to a 
successful whole. (2:15) (Harvey)

Breakfast on Pluto Director Neil Jordan and 
novelist Patrick McCabe last teamed up ona film 
— 1997's The Butcher Boy — so macabre, deli- 
cate, and brilliantly handled that their new col- 
laboration seems almost doomed to disappoint 
by comparison. Taken strictly on its own terms, 
however — well, Breakfast on Pluto is still a dis- 
appointment, if a diverting one. Cillian Murphy 
plays the adult Patrick, a.k.a. Kitten, a fluttery, 
flamboyant foundling who begins crossdressing 
at an early age, undaunted by near-universal 
disapproval. (When his adoptive mother shrills 
"\'\| parade you up and down the street in your 
shame!”, ever precocious Kitten mewls 
“Promise?”) While eternally searching for his real 
mother, Kitten experiences love, platonic and 
otherwise, with men including glam rocker Billy. 
Rock (Gavin Friday), kindly boozebag Uncle 
Bulgaria (Brendan Gleeson), magician Bertie 
(Stephen Rea), and Father Bernard (Liam 
Neeson), the priest who just might be the secret 
“da! of our hero(-ine). Stringing together a 
slightly surreal series of episodes that encom- 
pass IRA violence, prostitution, and employment 
as a theme-park furry, this is the kind of pica- 
fesque narrative that seldom translates well 
from literature to the screen. And indeed, the 
transplant never quite takes, largely because 
Kitten — as written and duly played — is an 
eccentric yet utterly passive observer whose 
emotions run not skin-deep but makeup-deep. 
The result is offbeat, but a tad too twee and 
never very involving. (2:09) (Harvey) 

Brokeback Mountain Brokeback 

Mountain's succinct pitch — "the gay cow- 
boy movie” — may be accurate enough, but it’s 
really too simple a tag to hang on Ang Lee's gor- 
geous film. Adapted by Larry McMurtry and 
Diana Ossana from Annie Proulx’s short story, 
Brokeback opens in 1963 Wyoming as two men 
seek a summer's worth of work tending sheep 
onan isolated mountain. The pair — garrulous 
Jack Twist (Jake Gyllenhaal) and taciturn Ennis 


Del Mar (Heath Ledger) — soon settle into a 
routine revolving around coyotes and campfires. 
Without much warning, after just a few sidelong 
glances you might notice just because you're 
waiting for ‘em, the friendship becomes some- 
thing more — something entirely unfamiliar in 
the world of conventional westerns. When the 
summer ends, it seems the romance — which 
breaks nearly every relationship taboo under 
Wyoming's big, conservative sky — must too. As 
The Notebook, and Titanic, and a bajillion other 
movies and stories (starting with the likes of 
Romeo and Juliet) have taught us, it’s much 
more thrilling and memorable when the happi- 
ness of the fated pair is threatened by towering 
obstacles. Those who'd shun this beautiful 
movie for its gay content couldn't be missing out 
more. If you must stick a label on Brokeback, you 
can call it the year’s greatest love story — and 
hold out hope that soon, you'll be able to call it 
Best Picture. (2:14) (Eddy) 
>>| Capote Truman Capote'’s life resists easy 
summary, So it’s appealing that the first 
Hollywood biopic on the author ignores formula 
and turns one agonizing chapter of his life into 
an opportunity for an essay. Though Capote is 
based on the 1988 Gerard Clarke biography, 
Bennett Miller's film actually has a lot more in 


common with Janet Malcolm's 1990 The 
Journalist and the Murderer (a relationship the 
filmmakers also acknowledge). It’s not so much 
a story of Capote (Philip Seymour Hoffman) as 
the illustration of the question Malcolm so art- 
fully dodged: What, really, do journalists owe 
their subjects? In this case, what did the glitter- 
ing Capote owe the two killers who lent him their 
life stories for his nonfiction “novel? Hints of 
the hundred separate movies that could be 
made from Capote’s life emerge in key details: 
The scarf he rattles like a saber in Kansas’s cop 
HQ calls to mind the family warfare that accom- 
panied his growing up gay in the '30s and '40s; 
the bottle of booze he doesn’t seem to leave 
home without foreshadows a grim decline. This 
film makes a wonderful habit of entering ensem- 
ble scenes midsentence, creating a vérité feel 
without the sea-sickening camera, and it’s hard 
to find fault with the casting: Catherine Keener, 
gently butch as the conscience of the film, 
Harper Lee, nails Capote's alter ego and 
“research assistant,” hired for her ability to stew- 
ard the writer into Holcomb, Kan.’s housewives’ 
hearts. (1:50) (Gerhard) 

Casanova For those who lament that, after 
Lords of Dogtown and Brokeback Mountain, 
Heath Ledger can no longer be looked upon as

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just another pretty face — fear not, he still can. 
Delivering the lightweight performance one 
might have expected from the star of A Knight’s 
Tale — if nothing since — he's merely decora- 
tive as the centerpiece of this bonbon. Directed 
by Lasse Hallstrom (likewise reverting to the 
level of Chocolat rather than What's Eating 
Gilbert Grape or The Cider House Rules), 
Casanova is the kind of strenuously farcical 
“romp” that frisks and preens about like an ox 
under the delusion that it's a show pony. As his- 
tory’s most notorious womanizer, a smirking 
Ledger hardly seems to have a drop of real licen- 
tiousness in him — but then the heavily con- 
trived script by Jeffrey Hatcher (of the identical- 
ly imitative, faux-witty Stage Beauty) and 
Kimberly Simi is rigged so he almost immediatély 
wants to reform, for love of a spunky little 
wouldn’t-you-know-it protofeminist (dull Sienna 
Miller). This is a film more crude than clever, 
more pandering than pleasing — unless you're 
really easy.

Duma Just when you thought the year of the 
wildlife documentary was over, with all those 
penguins and grizzly bears safely tucked into 
their DVD cases, along comes Duma, the sweet 
tale of a boy who journeys across South Africa 
to return his pet cheetah to the wild. Duma isn’t 
a doc (though it is based ona true story), but 
it's firmly in the kid-friendly tradition of director 
Carroll Ballard’s previous films The Black Stallion 
and Fly Away Home. On a more wholesome plan- 
et, Ballard’s style of animal filmmaking for young 
audiences would be prevail — not, as reality has 
it, the method that involves copious CGi, the 
droll voice of Bill Murray, and tie-in toys tucked 
into Happy Meals. Smaller tykes who're expect- 
ing Madagascar-type shenanigans and song 
stylings may be less than impressed, but older 
children (and their parents, as well as anyone 
without spawn who happens to enjoy a beauti- 
fully shot nature yarn) will have no trouble 
warming to Duma’s charms.

The Family Stone Looking for a feel-good 
Christmas comedy? Well, The Family Stone ain't 
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named Meredith (Sarah Jessica Parker) who

family of her possible-future-husband, Everett 
(Dermot Mulroney), aims more for your tear 
ducts than your funny bone.

Fun With Dick and Jane With the hindsight the 
post dot-com era affords, it’s downright satisfy- 
ing to watch megacorporation Globodyne go 
down in Enron-inspired flames. It feels like hap- 


less vice president Dick Harper (Jim Carrey) 
deserves to crash and burn, because he commits 
the sin of believing the corporate myth and his 
blowhard southern boss (Alec Baldwin). Now his 
punishment is literally racing other suits to the 
only job interview in town. As Dick and Jane (Téa 
Leoni) sink into white-collar poverty (they're 
stuck in their depreciating suburban house 
because selling it would put them in debt), they 
fail at menial jobs (an exceedingly tasteless 
sequence plays illegal day labor for laughs). Iced 
mochas and crime it is, then. Leoni is a match 
for Carrey onscreen, and he manages to restrain 
his Spastic antics to two scenes, which are pre- 
sumably the studio's money shots. Fun With Dick 
and Jane works much better toward the begin- 
ning, when the duo are just a caricature of 
empty-suburban life. As soon as they turn into 
real people with morals, the film becomes a 
snoozer. (1:25) (Koh) 

Going Shopping For the women of Henry 
Jaglom’s latest talky comedy, Going Shopping,

shopping is more than a habit — it’s a way of 
life. They try on attitudes, relationships, and 
emotional states as they would a pair of shoes; 
someone's always either laughing or crying but 
never for long. The shoestring plot revolves 
around Holly (Victoria Foyt), a sensitive, materi- 
alistic dame who runs her own boutique in 
upper-crust Los Angeles. When the store dips 
into the red, she finds herself needing to make 
ends meet while balancing delicate relationships 
with her mother and daughter. Jaglom punctu- 
ates the narrative with different women dis- 
cussing the thrills and traumas of walking the 
aisle. Between the story’s intergenerational bab- 
bling and the cutaway confessions, the film is as 
much about talking as it is shopping; at its most 
frantic, Going Shopping plays like a cracked-out, 
melodramatic version of something Woody Allen 
might have conceived. The whole thing feels friv- 
olous, and while that may be the point in a film 
about disposable pleasure, I'm not sure I’m buy- 
ing. (1:46) Roxie, (Goldberg) 
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Good Night, and Good Luck As Good 

Night, and Good Luck opens, Edward R. 
Murrow (David Strathairn) rips into an audience 
that has gathered to honor him at a 1958 Radio 
and Television News Directors Association gala. 
George Clooney (who also directs) and Grand 
Heslov’s script stays true to Murrow’s real-life 
speech, a searing indictment of television's shift 
toward fluffy programming, as well as the net- 
works’ increasingly close ties to advertisers. 
Were he alive today, Murrow would no doubt 
have additional thoughts about the 21st-century 
version of “this weapon”; in particular he'd prob- 
ably take issue with the 24-hour-news culture, 
which favors sensational nuggets over in-depth 
stories. Good Night is a Murrow biopic of sorts, 
but it focuses on the specific events surrounding 
March 9, 1954, when Murrow’s See /t Now pro- 
gram dared to take en Sen. Joseph McCarthy at 
the height of the Red Scare. Director Clooney 
takes his cue from this moment in television his- 
tory, using real film clips and plucking Murrow’s 
on-air dialogue from transcripts. The result is a 
period-authentic, eerily resonant snapshot of a 
time when national security issues could trump 
the rights of individuals, and fear kept most 
Americans woefully silent.

The doc-like title of Cronenberg’s latest 
(adapting a graphic novel of the same name) is 
par for a director whose vision has always been 
coolly antiseptic, and the first “big word” in its 
title is anathema to. contemporary amnesia 
Nonetheless, this lean and mean family tale has 
definite mainstream crossover appeal; 
Cronenberg’s version of national allegory trumps 
Clint Eastwood's Mystic River, not least because 
it favors genre (Out of the Past, anyone?) and __ 
archetypes over bogus realism. From the Lynch- 
like diner small-talk about coffee and pie, to the 
foreboding, shiny black car slowly creeping into 
sunbathed golden settings, Americana fits the 
Canadian auteur like a surgical glove. The result 
is his best movie since Dead Ringers. There's a 
reason the name of History's protagonist, Tom 
Stall (Viggo Mortensen), is so plain, so benign, 
though he’s loathe to reveal it to wife Edie 
(Maria Bello), son Jack (Ashton Holmes), and 
daughter Sarah (Heidi Hayes). Mortensen’s Mt. 
Rushmore of a face is the film’s riddle, allowing a 
pair of wonderfully outsize Mafia turns by a sar- 
castic Ed Harris and a hilarious William Hurt to 
effectively steal scenes, if not lives.

Hostel Some critics thought Wolf Creek distaste- 
ful simply because it was unpleasant — a raw 
horror movie. But that film's sense of palpable 
humanity imperiled by a compassion-free sadist 
merits a Nobel Peace Prize alongside this incred- 
ibly sleazy and crass second feature from writer- 
director Eli Roth. More technically polished and 
tonally consistent than Cabin Fever, it’s a rancid 
vat of xenophobia, misogyny, homophobia, and 
violence that’s enthusiastically gruesome and 
cruel without demonstrating the slightest knack 
for atmosphere or suspense. Jay Hernandez and 
Derek Richardson play collegiate Yanks touring 
the Old World less for cultural education than for 
a Girls Gone Wild go Euro experience. The nox- 
jous yet uncritically viewed frat-boy duo (along 
with Eythor Gudjonsson as an equally party- 
hearty Icelander) are lured from Amsterdam to 
Slovakia by a stranger’s promise of “so much 
pussy, and because of the war (?!?) there are no 
guys” at a remote, off-guide hostel. Upon arriv- 
ing they duly enjoy attentions from porn-flick- 
insatiable babes. Surprise! There's a catch. This 
movie — at least as seen at 2005's Toronto 
International Film Festival, where the cut 
screened seemed way more NC-17 than its cur- 
rent R — is revolting in its smug shock value, its 
Cold War-style view of “other” nations as inher- 
ently sinister, and its view of women as either 
duplicitous whores or sexless victims. It’s a slick, 
sick fantasy at once paranoid, prurient, puritani- 
cal and pathetically pubescent. (1:35) (Harvey) 
Just Friends (1:34) 
> King Kong The season’s hairiest star has 

finally arrived, after months of hype and 
post-Lord of the Rings anticipation, and he does 
not disappoint. An avowed devotee of the 1933 
original (and maybe even the 1976-guilty-pleas- 
ure misfire), director Peter Jackson remakes the 
fantastical Kong story using all of the lavish spe- 
cial effects tools — and seemingly unlimited 
cash flow — at his fingertips. And it pays off: 
The titular beast (“played” by Andy Serkis, as 
effective here as he was as LOTR’s CG Gollum) 
gives off genuine emotion, not to mention all the 
roaring, chest beating, dino-smashing, and build- 
ing climbing one giant gorilla can provide. Even 


though her character spends a fair amount of 
time screaming (usually while clutched in Kong’s 
giant mitt), Naomi Watts turns in a suprisingly 
nuanced performance, going from terror to wide- 
eyed wonder to adoration without slipping into I- 
am-acting-in-front-of-a-green-screen awkward- 
ness. Other human cast members, including Jack 
Black (as the Kong-obsessed filmmaker) and 
Adrien Brody (as a soulful playwright), are fine, 
but this movie ain’t really about them: The only 
time this three-hour movie drags is during its 
ape-free first hour.

The Matador There’s a certain patness to 

actors we first grow used to via TV. For a 
quarter-century Pierce Brosnan has been agree- 
ably but uninspirationally handsome, suave, rak- 
ish, a romance-novel notion of the leading man. 
Remington Steele and James Bond both fitted 
him like tailored suits — beautifully, a bit stuffily 
— while unrelated roles in various big- and 
small-screen films did little beyond underline his 
competence. Despite his recent very public 
grousing aboutbeing dropped from the Bond 
franchise, it’s obvious he delights in upending 
that image here. Brosnan plays Julian Noble, an 
international hitman more than a bit fried after 
decades of first-class accomodations, whoring, 
drugging, and serious drinking. Stumbling onto 
the path ofthis sociopathic mess in Mexico City 
is Uber-square Denver businessman Danny 
Wright (Greg Kinnear). Feeling friendly after a 
good day's capitalist deal-making, Danny opines 
“Margaritas taste better south of the border” at 
their hotel bar. “Yes, margaritas — and cock,” 
Julian ripostes. He's only pulling chain, of course 
(well, probably). The two go onto build an 
improbable friendship that looks to be (as Julian 
puts it) “the best cocktail story you ever met" 
until a second-act reunion that drops unicorn- 
exotic Julian into the incredibly squaresville envi- 
ron of Danny and wife Bean (Hope Davis). Styled 
in sly-brash widescreen homage to earlier spy 
thrillers, hitherto undistinguished writer-director 
Richard Shepard's feature doesn’t break from 
buddy-comedy genre conventions overall. But 
it’s the details that matter, and here they're 
nuanced to a witty fine-point. The major pleas- 
ure remains Brosnan, who nails drunk, disorderly, 
disheveled, and desperate with a panache fully 
up to his character’s admittance: “Look at me — 
I'm a wreck, I’m a parody.” A great one, at that.

Match Point Italian opera is paired with 

those Windsor-font credits that Woody 
Allen has made a trademark at the beginning of 
Match Point — just the first of many ironic 
instances in which the humane warmth of Verdi 
is used to frame the cold-blooded, if also tragic, 
social climbing of ex-tennis pro Chris Wilton 
(Jonathan Rhys-Meyers).

But Allen takes 
his title, the film's signature image of a ball float- 
ing back and forth across a net, and his core 
conceit — that stupid luck outweighs good or 
evil — from tennis. Ripley Serves might be an 
alternate title for the story of the Irish Wilton, 
who sees Chloe as a money mine, and struggling 
American actress Nola Rice (Scarlett Johansson) 
as his real lust, if not love. Unfortunately, Nola is 
engaged to Chloe's affable brother, Tom 
(Matthew Goode), and quicker than you can say 
— or read — Henry James or Theodore Dreiser, 
the whole affair becomes dangerous. It might be 
an overstatement to say that Match Point is his 
best movie since Crimes and Misdemeanors, its 
most obvious counterpart in the Allen library. At 
times, Allen's screenplay is wince-inducing. But 
by far the most intriguing and effective aspect of 
Match Point is the bleak, fatalistic ricochet effect 
created by the rare lack of an obvious Allen sur- 
rogate amongst the quartet of young leads.

It’s 
always a treat to see a leading role written for an 
actress in her golden years that isn’t a woman 
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dying of cancer or Alzheimer’s. And in case any- 
one is wondering, Dench, like Mrs. Henderson, 
may be getting older, but she’s still very much 
alive and kicking.

Munich It's already been a very good year for 
Steven Spielberg — despite the best efforts of 
TomKat, War of the Worlds triumphed. But 
there’s no alien storyline to provide any sort of 
allegory in Munich: here, the message is as up- 
front as it is mixed. Munich begins as terrorists 
take the Israeli team hostage at the 1972 Munich 
Olympics, and the ensuing massacre unfolds via 
increasingly horrifying flashbacks. The film's 
main story follows the “officially unofficial” 
Mossad agents (including Eric Bana as their 
leader) assigned to hunt down the Palestinians 
they hold responsible for the tragedy. For a time, 
the job runs smoothly. The Ocean’s Eleven-ish 
motley crew (the old guy, the nervous guy, the 
sharp dresser, etc.) plots creative executions 
that unfold with intense suspense, largely due to 
the technological limitations of the 1970s (com- 


pare, say, Munich's iffy telephone bomb to the 
21st-century hit carried out at Syriana’s climax). 
While we're meant to identify with the Israeli 
characters, Spielberg is careful to show the 
Palestinian side, most notably through a minor 
character who gets to deliver a heartfelt speech 
about how “home is everything.” Usually a dedi- 
cated crowd-pleaser, the director is stuck ina 
situation where he really can’t designate good 
guys and bad guys, lest he end up with an offen- 
sive, insensitive film. Munich's message is basi- 
cally this: The cycle of violence is neverending — 
and it sure makes people feel bad. No news 
flash, that.

Music from the Inside Out (1:37) 

Naked in Ashes Even ina nation of 1 bil- 
lion, 13 million is a pretty respectable 
minority — and that is the estimated number of

Paula Fouce’s documentary 
trains its somewhat loose yet engaging focus on 
about twenty individuals around the nation. 
Some practice “austerites” that are downright 
carnivalesque: There’s a guy who _s been stand- 
ing upright 24/7 for 12 years, and another who 
attracts attention by pulling a fully loaded jeep 
with his, er, third arm.

More often, this diverse survey of yogic gurus 
and disciples conveys the serenity gained by 
renunciation of earthly desires via prayer, medi- 
tation, charitable works, yoga, and so forth. To 
Fouce’s credit, she’s made an entertaining (as 
well as illuminating) movie about people with no 
use for “entertainment” whatsoever.

Ape-draped M/-5 actor Matthew Macfadyen 
plays Darcy so low-down and subtle that he runs 
the risk of resembling a dot-mouthed cartoon, 
but when the time comes to confess his most 
ardent affections, he steps up and fills Firth’s 
pantaloons, even if he has to channel Laurence 
Olivier’s Heathcliff and stomp through the moors 
in what looks to be a bathrobe.

His 
promised final assignment before desk-job 
retirement is to eliminate Prince Nasir 
(Alexander Siddig), an emir’s idealistic heir 
apparent who dares to give new drilling rights to 
the highest bidder — a Chinese concern — 
rather than to a Texas conglomerate. Meanwhile, 
Washington, DC, attorney Bennett Holiday 
(Jeffrey Wright) is expected to provide the 
Justice Department with enough evidence of 
corruption to punish the Texas corporation for 
some past dealings — but not enough to disrupt 
business as usual. American energy analyst 
Bryan Woodman (Matt Damon) becomes a close 
ally of the prince after a tragic accident pushes 
them together. And way down the economic 
totem pole, abruptly fired young energy-field 
grunt workers Wasim (Mazhar Munir) and Farooq 
(Sonnell Dadral) find moral enlightenment and 
some dangerous ideological zeal under a funda- 
mentalist recruiter’s wing. Apart from an occa- 
sional overblown speech, Syriana is engrossing, 
intelligent, well acted, and relevant enough to be 
the thinking lefty’s movie of choice this holiday 
season.

A Touch of Spice (1:48) Smith Rafael. 
Transamerica Good things do happen to (some) 
actors who wait. Felicity Huffman’s work in vari- 
ous media was steady but little-noticed until 
Desperate Housewives caused instant celebrity. 
Her new status no doubt fanned critical-buzz 
flames around her very solid if unspectacular 
performance in this fairly solid but decidedly 
unspectacular indie drama. She plays Bree, for- 
merly Stanley, Osbourne, a pre-op MTF transsex- 
ual who's dowdily Marian the Librarian rather 
than sexily superfemme. On the brink of final 
surgery, the LA transplant is improbably told by 
therapist Elizabeth Pefia she won't be truly 
“ready” unless she deals with one remnant of 
masculine life unknown until just now: Teenage 
son Toby (Kevin Zegers). Arrested as a prostitute 
in NYC, he’s somehow tracked down Bree as a 
bail source, unaware that, well, she’s his father. 
They wind up making a coast-to-coast "transfor- 
mative journey” that’s uneven and anecdotal and 
funny-sad in fairly pat ways. The movie’s 
earnestness reels off balance in the third act, 
when its protagonists meet the conservative- 
Christian parents Bree is estranged from — with 
Fionnula Flanagan caricaturing the gorgon moth- 
er. While Huffman is fine in a role that (especially 
as cast with a woman) can’t help but scream 


“award bait," Air Bud franchise survivor Zegers is 
equally impressive. Together they anchor a film 
that, as written and directed by Duncan Tucker, 
is pleasant and well-intentioned but somewhat 
pedestrian.

Waging A Living Roger Weisberg’s docu- 

mentary bypasses the facade of an owner- 
ship society to reveal a debtor's society. Here the 
working poor fruitlessly break their backs and 
spirits in dead-end jobs, reduced to a cross 
between Sisyphus and a hamster on a wheel, 
perpetually trying to roll themselves and their 
families above the poverty line and inadvertently 
“hustling backwards” instead. Chronicling three 
years in the lives of a nursing assistant who 
must support a terminally ill daughter; a bank 
security guard living in a single-room-occupancy 
hotel in the Tenderloin and saving to visit chil- 
dren he hasn’t seen in nine years; a single moth- 
er of five struggling to earn a degree but 
stymied by capriciously volatile government ben- 
efits; and a waitress with three children forced 
toward food pantries and financial ruin after a 
gruesome divorce, Waging a Living is straightfor- 
ward vérité, unadorned and artless, and anything 
but predictably grim — the appearance of a “six 
months later” title can generate wrenching sus- 
pense. Rosevelt’s America, a sweet short from 
Weisberg and Tod Lending, supplements the fea- 
ture and plays like a lost chapter as a refugee, 
Rosevelt Henderson, slaves away at poignantly 
menial jobs so he can bring his wife over to 
America from his native Liberia. Waging a Living 
will only appear on a few screens for a few 
weeks but deserves a residency at every theater 
in the country, where it can reach those who'll 
recognize aspects of their lives onscreen and 
haunt those who won't.

finds a perfectly unsettling horror location 
in the country’s vast, sparsely populated out- 
back.

If that doesn’t intrigue you 
right off the bat, know this: The actual events 
that inspired writer-director Greg McLean's film 
were called “the Backpacker Murders,” an appel- 
lation that somehow manages to be both stark 
and horribly evocative. Wolf Creek's fictionalized 
tourists are a pair of Brits, Liz (Cassandra 
Magrath) and Kristy (Kestie Morassi), as well as 
Aussie Ben (Nathan Phillips), who set off in their 
newly acquired rust bucket to visit a meteorite 
crater tucked into the wilderness. Right away the 
omens begin to pile up: tales of UFO sightings, 
sleazy yokels making gang-bang jokes, weird 
weather, and the verbalized observation “There's 
nothing out here!” Nothing, except jolly bush- 
dweller Mick (John Jarratt, who — in a nice 
dovetailing of eerie-Aussie-film history — was 
also in 1975's Picnic at Hanging Rock). When 
their car breaks down, the kids are grateful when 
Mick appears in the darkness; they're less appre- 
ciative when he drops the Crocodile Dundee act 
and bloody mayhem breaks out. So why should 
you bother taking yet another trip down the 
highway to hell? (Unlike House of Wax, this one 
doesn’t even afford you the pleasure of a Paris 
Hilton death scene.) Accents and occasional emu 
sightings aside, Wolf Creek's skeletal remains 
aren't all that different from Texas Chainsaw 
homages past. But it’s also relentlessly grim, 
occasionally jaw-dropping, and lensed with the 
sort of it-could-happen-to-you urgency that digi- 
tal cameras so deftly convey. (1:39) (Eddy)

The sledding hills you grew up with may 
spot called Leland High Sierra Snow Play, 
and the paths made relatively bumpless. 


TRIP PLANNER 


Groups of many — let’s say fewer than 500 
and more than two — often join arms and 
slide down together in what would surely be 
death on a waterslide but is simply crazy fun 
on snow. Killjoys that the proprietors are, they 
don't want you to die on their hills; they even 
provide lifeguards of a sort, monitors who'll 
tell you when it’s time to take off and may 
signal for help if you can't find your legs when 
you get to the bottom. 

Your young charge (and possibly you) will 
be thrilled with somewhere between five and 
eight snow paths — whose ride strength could 
be measured by price-to-correct on the chiro- 
practic scale — as well as a small-kid-and- 
snowpeople-only section for the youngest. For 
a small fee, inflated inner tubes and plastic 
sleds are provided. Unfortunately, your heir- 
loom Flexible Flyer is not allowed, which 
might account for the paltry finger-and-toe 
amputations experienced on our trip. 

It’s comforting to note that Leland 
includes a fairly gigantic lodge for the weary 
— when traveling with compressed-kid cans 
at 6,300 feet, weary sets in early. The day’s 
exercise comes from walking up each hill 
before you sled down it; no cozy lifts here. 
Which means by 2 p.m. youre done — and 
inside a fire awaits. Hot chocolate and cider, 
burgers, and fries are a nice break from a diet 
of Sierra snowmen. 

Or, there are plenty of snow towns along 
Highway 108 offering rental cabins and sled 
hills all your own — from nearby Strawberry, 
Pinecrest, and Mi-Wuk Village (all close to 
Dodge Ridge Ski Resort) to Twain Harte, 
named for two literary figures claimed by the 
region. But for a San Franciscan like me, 
whose eyes are bigger than her stomach when 
it comes to snow, the true beauty of the area is 
that there are also plenty of towns along 108 
that won't be covered in white. Depending on 
the weather, the drive from the sledding hills 
to ice-free roadways where chains are not 
required and the speed limit is more than 50 
mph — as opposed to fewer than 5 — can be 
as short as 10 minutes. In a half hour, you 
could find yourself panning for gold in one of 
the nearby ghostly gold rush towns. And if 
you've been as careful with your cash as we 
were, you might need to. SFBG
